The  1947  Legislative  Session  of  Montana  made  the  State 
Board  of  Health  legally  responsible  for  the  administration  of  a  law 
nto  provide  for  the  development,  establishment  and  enforcement  of 
standards  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  hospi- 
tals and  standards  for  the  construction,  maintainence  and  operation 
of  hospitals  in  the  State  of  Montana  and  establish  a  system  of  licen- 
sing hospitals  investing  it  with  supervisory  powers  over  hospitals 
and  the  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  under  this  act„tt  Such 
rules  and  regulations  have  been  approved  by  the  Advisory  Hospital 
Council  (provided  for  in  the  law)  and  regularly  adopted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

The  intent  of  these  standards  is  to  establish  the  basic 
principles  of  hospital  construction  and  operation  which,  in  the  light 
of  existing  knowledge,  will  ensure  safe  and  adequate  care  for  patients 
in  places  other  than  their  own  homes,  or  homes  of  relatives , 

For  the  hospital,  the  standards  serve  in  many  ways  as 
an  operating  guide,  and  a  copy  should  be  kept  on  the  premises  of  all 
licensed  institutions.  All  employees  shall  be  fully  informed  and  in- 
structed with  reference  to  the  standards  insofar  as  may  be  necessary 
to  ensure  strict  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  the 
requirements  herein  set  forth.

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STANDARDS  FOR  HOSPITALS  AM)  RELATED  INSTITUTIONS 
GENERAL  INFORMATION  ' 


SUBMISSION  OF  PLANS 

When  construction  is  contemplated,  either  for  new  buildings?  additions  to  existin 
buildings,  or  material  alterations  to  existing  buildings,  the  preliminary  plans  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  for  approval.  These  plans  shall 
show  the  general  arrangement  of  the  building,  including  the  intended  purpose  and  fixed 
equipment  of  each  room  together  with  such  additional  information  as  the  Montana  State 
Board  of  Health  may  require. 

Also,  no  system  of  water  supply,  plumbing,  sewerage,  garbage  or  refuse  disposal 
for  these  institutions  shall  be  installed  nor  shall  any  such  existing  system  be  mater= 

"  or  extended  until  complete  plans  and  specifications  for  the  installa- 
tion, alteration,  or  extension,  together  with  such  information  as  the  Montana  State 
Board  of  Health  may  require,  have  been  submitted  and  approved  as  far  as  related  to 
their  sanitary  features. 

411  construction  shall  take  place  in  accordance  with  the  approved  completed 
plans. 

LICENSE 

1„  Separate  licenses  are  required  for  institutions  maintained  on  separate 
premises  even  though  they  are  operated  under  the  same  management, 
Separate  licenses  are  not  required  for  separate  buildings  on  the  same 
grounds » 

2.  The  license  shall  be  posted  conspicuously  on  the  premises  in  the  front- 
office  where  patients  are  admitted. 

3.  No  hospital  shall  admit  more  patients  than  the  number  of  beds  for 
it  is  licensed  except  in  an  emergency. 

4o  The  hospital  license  is  not  transferable.  The  Montana  State  Board 
Health  shall  be  notified  of  any  change  in  ownership,  name  or  location 
of  the  hospital,  and  a  new  application   r  license  shall  be  submitted. 

5o  Licenses  shall  be  renewed  yearly  on  July  first  upon  filing  or  an  annual 
report  and  approval  by  the  Board. 

6«  Any  license  may  be  revoked  by  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health,  if 
after  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  the  institution  fails  to  meet 
requirements  of  the  law  or  the  regulations  of  the  Board. 


INSTITUTIONS  SUBJECT  TO  LICENSURE 

Institutions  subject  to  licensure  under  the  hospital  licensing  law  shall  be 
classified  as  follows s 

1,  General  hospitals 

20  Specialized  hospitals  (neuropsychiatry,  tuberculosis,  maternity, 
orthopaedic,  Children,  etcc) 

3o  Maternity  homes 

4-c  Homes  for  chronic  or  convalescent  patients 

DEFINITIONS 

1"  Hospj^ta 1 t  within  the  meaning  of  this  law,  means  a  place  devoted  primarily 
to  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  facilities  for  the  diagnosis ,  treatment 
or  care,  for  not  less  than  24  hours  in  any  week,  or  two  or  more  non-related 
Individuals  suffering  from  illness,  disease,  injury  or  deformity,  or  a  place 
devoted  primarily  to  providing  for  not  less  than  2U   hours  in  any  week  of 
obstetrical  or  other  medical  or  nursing  care  for  two  or  more  nonrelated 
individuals o  The  term  hospital  includes  public  health  centers. 

?■>     HSSMliiiMiioB >   within  the  meaning  of  the  hospital  licensing  law,  is 

defined  as  the  reception  and  care  of  any  person  for  a  continuous  period  of 
2L   hours  or  more  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice,  diagnosis  or  treatment 
bearing  on  the  physical  or  mental  health  of  such  person „ 

3°  Chronic  or  convalescent  care,  within  the  meaning  of  the  hospital  licensing 
law  is  defined  as  care  given  to  a  person  because  of  prolonged  mental  or 
physical  illness  or  defect,  or  during  recovery  from  injury  or  disease,  and 
shall  include  any  and  all  procedures  commonly  employed  in  waiting  on  the 
sick. 

4*  iL2§ii§£i5>  within  the  meaning  of  the  hospital  licensing  law,  is  a  person 
who  is  injured,  ill  or  debilitated,  or  who  is  under  observation  for 
diagnosis  or  treatment  for  illness,  or  who  reqiiires  specific  care  for 
convalescence  or  chronic  disease,, 

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

lo  Construction 

a  Walls  and  floors  shall  be  of  a  character  to  permit  frequent  washing, 
cleaning  or  painting „ 

b  The  construction  of  the  building  shall  be  such  as  to  prevent  the  en- 
trance and  harborage  of  rate  and  other  rodents o 
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c  The  building  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair. 

d  Construction  shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  nrotection  of  patients 
and  personnel,, 

2.  Heating 

a4-  least 

a  The  heating  plant  shall  be  adequate  to  maintain  a  temperature  ofA  70 
degrees  Fahrenheit  for  patients  and  personnel  in  the  institution  in 
cold  weather. 

3o  Sanitation 

a  Water  Supply  shall  be  of  safe,  sanitary  quality  and  shall  be  obtained 
from  a  water  supply  system,  the  location,  construction  and  operation 
of  which  comply  with  standards  approved  by  the  local  health  department 
and  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health.  The  water  shall  be  distributed 
to  adequate  and  conveniently  located  taps  in  the  building.  Adequate 
hot  water  shall  be  available  at  all  times. 

b  Sewage  shall  be  discharged  into  a  public  sewerage  system  where  such  a 
system  is  available,  or  the  sewage  shall  be  collected,  treated  and  dis- 
posed of  in  an  independent  sewerage  system.  Either  shall  have  the 
approval  of  the  local  health  department  and  the  Montana  State  Board  of 
Health. 

c  Toilet  facilities  shall  be  provided  in  reasonable  ratio  according  to 
the  number,  type  and  sex  of  patients  cared  for,  and  the  employees  of 
the  institution. 

d  Plumbing  and  drainage,   or  other  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  ex- 
creta and  infectious  discharges  and  institutional  wastes,  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  for  plumbing  approved  by  the  Montana  State 
Board  of  Health. 

e  Garbage  shall  be  stored  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner  that  will  not  per- 
mit the  transmission  of  contagious  disease,  create  a  nuisance  or  pro- 
vide a  breeding  place  for  flies.  All  containers  for  garbage  shall  be 
watertight,  have  tight  fitting  covers,  and  be  rodent  proof „  Refrigera- 
tion of  garbage  is  desirable.  Garbage  cans  shall  be  washed  with  hot 
water  immediately  after  they  are  emptied,  and  steamed  cr  scalded. 

f  Screens,  when  flies,  mosquitos  and  other  insects  are  prevalent,  all 
outside  doors,  windows,  and  other  outside  openings  shall  be  screened 
with  wire  screen  of  sixteen  meshes  per  lineal  inch,  unless  other  effec- 
tive means  are  provided  to  prevent  entrance  of  flies.  Screen  doors 
shall  open  outward  and  be  equipped  with  self-closing  devices. 

g  Ventilation .  Buildings  shall  at  all  times  be  adequately  ventilated. 
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Kitchens,  bathrooms  and  service  rooms  shall  be  so  located  and 
ventilated  by  window  or  mechanical  means  as  to  prevent  offensive 
odors  from  entering  patients'  rooms  and  public  balls, 

4..  Lighting 

a  Each  patient's  room  shall  be  an  outside  room  with  a  satisfactory 
amount  of  unobstructed  natural  light, 

b  Every  room,  including  storerooms  and  attic,  shall  have  sufficient  arti- 
ficial lighting  facilities  so  that  all  parts  shall  be  clearly  visible 
under  such  artificial  lighting, 

c  All  hallways,  stairways,,  inclines,  ramps  and  entrances  shall  be  well 
lighted  at  all  times, 

d  Lighting  fixtures  shall  be  selected  and  located  with  a  view  to  the  com- 
fort and  safety  of  patients  and  personnel.  Exposed  light  bulbs  shall 
not  be  used  excepting  in  closet  and  storage  spaces.  All  lighting  fix- 
tures used  in  operating  rooms,  delivery  rooms,  emergency  rooms  and 
anesthetic  rooms  shall  be  of  a  type  approved  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers „ 

e  Emergency  lighting  facilities  shall  be  provided  and  distributed  so  as  to 
be  readily  available  to  personnel  on  duty.  Battery  operated  lamps  or  stand« 
by  units  in  operable  condition  must  be  readily  available  in  operating 
rooms,  delivery  rooms,  emergency  rooms  and  heating  or  general  power 
plants.  At  no  time  shall  an  open  flame  type  of  light  be  used, 

5,  Elevators  and  Stairways 

a  Hospitals  of  more  than  one  story  either  provide  adequate  elevator  faci- 
lities or  enclosed  ramps  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  patients  from  one 
floor  to  another o 

b  Elevators  and  elevator  machinery  shall  be  so  constructed  and  maintained 
as  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board, 

c  Stairways  shall  be  provided  with  handrails.  All  open  stairwells  shall  be 
protected  with  guard  rails.  Non-slip  treads  are  recommended  for  all 
stairways. 


a  The  institution  shall  make  provision  for  adequate  cleansing  of  linen 

and  other  washable  goods.  Where  linen  is  sent  to  an  outside  laundry, 

the  hospital  shall  be  responsible  for  the  type  of  cleansing  methods 
used* 

b  Where  the  institution  maintains  and  operates  its  own  laundry,  safety 
guards  for  laundry  machinery  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board, 


c  Hospitals  maintaining  and  operating  laundries  shall  provide  adequate 
ventilation  for  the  elimination  of  steam  and  odors,  and  sufficient  in- 
sulation to  prevent  the  transmission  of  noises  to  patient  areas 0 

70   Incinceration 

a  Incineration  facilities  shall  be  provided  for  the  complete  combustion 
of  infected  dressings,  surgical  and  obstetric  wastes,  and  other 
materials „ 

8°  Fire  prevention 

a  All  hospitals  shall  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 

the  State  Fire  Marshall  establishing  minimum  standards  for  the  prevention 
of  fire  and  panic „  A  certification  from  the  State  Fire  Marshall  to 
the  effect  that  the  hospital  is  complying  with  the  minimum  standards  of 
fire  prevention  and  protection  will  be  required  before  a  license  can  be 
issuede 


FOOD  SANITATION 

lo  Preparation  and  serving  of  food 

a  There  shall  be  adequate  facilities  for  the  proper  preparation  and  ser- 
ving of  food  for  both  patients  and  personnel „ 


a  Storerooms  for  food  shall  be  adequate  in  size,  clean  and  well-ventila- 
ted. All  food  so  stored  shall  be  orotected  from  dust,  flies,  rodents, 
vermin,  unnecessary  handling,  droplet  infection,  overhead  leakage  or 
other  source  of  contamination. 

b  Poisons  or-  drugs  shall  not  be  stored  with  food  or  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  can  be  mistaken  for  food. 

3°  Refrigeration 

a  All  perishable  food  shall  be  adequately  refrigerated „  There  shall  be  a 
reliable  thermometer  in  each  refrigerator  at  all  times,  and  in  store- 
rooms used  for  perishable  food.  Such  refrigerators  and  storerooms 
shall  be  maintained  at  a  temperature  no  higher  than  $0  degrees  Fahren- 
heito 

4- .  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  dishes  and  utensils 

a  All  multi-use  utensils  used  for  eating,  drinking,  and  in  the  prepara- 
tion or  service  of  food  and  drink  shall  be  effectively  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected after  each  usage,.  Gross  food  particles  shall  be  removed  by 
careful  scraping  and  pre-rinsing  in  running  hot  waterc  Utensils  shall 
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then  be  thoroughly  washed  in  hot  water  110°  to  120°  F„,  using  an  ade- 
quate amount  of  effective  soap  or  detergent ,  Utensils  shall  then  be 
rinsed  in  hot  water  to  remove  soap  and  disinfected  by  one  of  the  follow- 
ing methods  % 

(a)  Immersion  for  at  least  2  minutes  in  clean  water  at  170°  F. 

(b)  Immersion  for  at  least  1/2  minute  in  boiling  water, 

(c)  Immersion  for  at  least  2  minutes  in  luke  warm  chlorine  bath 
containing  at  least  50  parts  per  million  of  available  chlorine, 

b  Results  obtained  with  diswashing  machines  shall  be  equal  to  those  ob- 
tained by  the  methods  outlined  above, 

c  After  disinfection,  utensils  shall  be  allowed  to  drain  and  dry  in  racks 
or  baskets  or  non-absorbent  surfaces,,  They  shall  be  stored  in  closed 
cupboards  for  protection  against  dust  and  moisture 0  Drying  towels  are 
not  advised o 

5.,  Construction  of  glass-filling  devices 

a  Every  water  glass-filling  device  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  prevent 
any  contact  of  the  upper  one-third  of  the  glass  with  the  device,  and  so 
that  no  portion  of  the  device  extends  into  the  glass, 

6,  Ice. 

a  Ice  used  in  contact  with  food  or  drink  shall  be  from  a  source  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  handled  and  dispensed  in  a  sanitary 
manner.  No  ice  used  for  human  consunrotion  shall  be  stored  in  a  utility 
room  or  near  any  place  vrhere  wastes  are  disposed, 

7,  Milk  Supply 

a  There  shall  be  a  safe  milk  supply.  Pasteurized  milk  shall  be  provided 
if  available,  No  milk  may  be  purchased  from  other  than  a  licensed  dairy 
having  tested  cows, 

8°  Hand-washing  facilities 

a,  Hand-washing  facilities  with  soap,  running  hot  and  cold  water,  and  an 
adequate  supply  of  individual  towels  shall  be  provided  in  all  kitchens 
and  washrooms  used  by  food  handlers.  Use  of  a  common  towel  is  prohibited, 


ACCOMODATIONS  FOR  PATIENTS 

1«  Rooms 

a  Location?  Each  patient's  room  shall  have  an  outside  exposure , 

Rooms  shall  have  a  window  area  of  not  less  than  l/£  of  the  superficial 
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floor  area0  Rooms  extending  below  ground  level  shall  not  be  used  for 
patients  unless  they  are  dry?  well  ventilated,  have  the  required  window- 
space,  and  are  otherwise  suitable  for  oecupancy0  Rooms  extending  below 
ground  level  must  have  a  window  extending  at  least  four  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  ground . 

b  Floor  area;  Rooms  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  not  less  than 
70  square  feet  per  bed  in  rooms  accomodating  two  or  more  beds,  and  100 
square  feet  in  rooms  accomodating  one  bed.  There  shall  be  at  least  3 
feet  between  beds.  In  hospitals  or  sanitoria  for  the  tuberculous,  and 
wherever  patients  with  active  tuberculosis  are  hospitalized,  there  shall 
be  a  minimum  of  four  feet  between  beds  unless  there  is  a  solid  barrier  be- 
tween beds  at  least  six  feet  in  height  and  extending  the  entire  length  of 
the  bedo 

c  Doors s  Doors  to  patients'  rooms  shall  be  sufficiently  wide  to  permit  easy 
removal  of  the  occupied  bed. 

2.  Furnishings 

a  Beds  A  Gatch'bed,  mattress  and  two  Dillows  of  standard  size  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  each  patiento  Where  Gatcrn'tfe'ds  cannot  be  provided  there  must  be 
equivalent  equipment „  Shock  blocks  or  equivalent  equipment  for  the  foot  of 
the  bed  shall  be  provided  in  adequate  numbers « 

b  Beddings  A  sufficient  supply  of  clean  bedding  and  bed  linenshall  be  avail- 
able for  use  at  all  times*, 

c  Storage  spaces  There  shall  be  satisfactory  storage  space  for  clothing, 
toilet  articles  and  other  personal  belongings  of  the  patient. 

d  Signals  %     There  shall  be  adequate  means  for  signalling  attendants  provided 
at  the  bedside  of  each  patiento  A  bell  cord  system  or  better,  with  controll- 
ing light  over  patient's  door,  in  nurses8  station,  and  indicators  in  utility 
room,  floor  kitchen  and  other  places  deemed  necessary,  is  recommendedo 

OTHER  FACILITIES  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  PATIENTS 


There  shall  be  adequate  space  and  facilities  for  the  cleansing  and  storage 
of  nursing  supplies  and  equipment o  Suitable  provision  must  be  made  for  the 
preparation  of  medications  and  treatments 0 

Utility  rooms  shall  be  located  conveniently  for  efficient  conduct  of  work, 
and  shall  have  adequate  lighting  and  ventilation,  either  natural  or  arti- 
ficial o 

A  bedpan  hopper  or,  if  possible,  bedpan  units  for  disposal,  washing  and 
direct  sterilzation  of  bed  pans,  shall  be  provided  in  each  utility  room 
and/or  bedpan  cleansing  room.  At  least  one  such  hopper  shall  be  provided 


for  each  nursing  unit.  Bathtubs,  lavatories  and  sinks  used  for  any  other 
purpose  shall  not  be  used  for  cleansing  bedpans. 

ISOLATION  FACILITIES 

1.  There  shall  be  available  in  all  hospitals  one  or  more  room3  suitable  for 
the  isolation  of  patients  suffering  with  acute  communicable  conditions. 
Such  rooms  shall  meet  all  of  the  general  requirements  for  patients  rooms, 
and  In  addition  shall  meet  the  following  qualifications: 

a  They  shall  be  equipped  with  handwashing  facilities,  with  soap,  hot,  and 
cold  running  water,  and  with  an  adequate  supply  of  individual  towels. 
Such  handwashing  facilities  shall  be  either  in  the  room  or  immediately 
adjacent  to  it,  and  so  located  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  worker  to 
appear  in  the  public  hail  in  a  contaminated  gown. 

b  They  shall  be  equipped,  with  an  adequate  number  of  long  isolation  gowns 
and  hooks  or  standards  arranged  to  allow  the  gown  to  be  put  on  or  re- 
moved without  contamination  of  the  worker. 

c  They  shall  be  equipped  with  isolation  laundry  bags  or  hampers  with 

special  hamper  covers  which  will  allow  isolated  linen  to  be  sent  to  the 
laundry  without  contamination  of  the  workers. 

d  All  linen  from  an  isolation  unit  shall  be  sent  to  the  laundry  in  a 

special  plainly  marked  bag,  where  it  shall  be  laundered  seoarated  from 
the  other  hospital  linen,  in  water  which  will  not  be  used  for  other 
linens . 

e  Dishes  from  an  isolation  unit  shall  be  scraped,  the  scrapings  destroyed 
by  incineration,  and  the  dishes  immersed  in  actively  boiling  water  for 
a  minimum  of  ten  minutes  before  they  are  returned  to  the  kitchen.  Where 
dishwashing  facilities  are  such  that  isolated  dishes  can  be  safely  washed 
and  sterilized  in  the  dishwashing  machine,  the  boiling  of  dishes  on  the 
ward  may  be  omitted. 

EQUIPMENT  FOR  BEDSIDE  CARE 

There  shall  be  sufficient  equipment  tor  nursing  care  according  to  the  type  of 
patients  accepted  by  the  institution.  The  following  is  not  a  complete  list  of  nurs- 
ing equipment  needed  for  the  care  of  patients,  but  rather  certain  minimum  essentials 
with  special  precautions  to  be  taken  in  their  use., 

lo  Linen 

a  Individual  towels,  wash  cloths  and  bath  blankets  (when  indicated) 

shall  be  provided  for  each  oatient.  Bedpan  covers  shall  not  be  used  inter- 
changeably. 
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2.  Utensils 

a  There  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  wash  basins,  mouth-wash  cups 
and  bedpans,  plainly  marked  for  the  use  of  each  individual  patient „ 
where  utensils  are  sterilized  after  each  using  it  need  not  be  maintained 
on  an  individual  basis. 

b  Approved  methods  of  Sterilizing  such  equipment  shall  be: 

(a)  Thorough  washing  in  hot  soapy  water,  followed  by  a  clear  water 
rinse o  Then  either: 

(b)  Submersion  in  boiling  water  for  a  minimum  of  20  minutes,  or 

(c)  Autoclaving  (15  Lbs  pressure  or  250°  F„)   for  15  minuteSo 

3.  Thermometers 

a  There  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  thermometers  to  permit  adequate 
disinfection  before  using. 

b  An  approved  method  for  such  disinfection  is; 

(a)  Rinse  thermometer  in  cold  water 

(b)  Wash  in  tepid  soap  suds 

(c)  Immerse  in  a  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  1-1000  for  one 
minute,  or  in  alcohol  7055  for  five  minutes „ 

(d)  Rinse  thoroughly  in  clear  water  before  using „ 

4«  Hot  water  bags 

a  Hot  water  bags  shall  be  covered  before  placing  in  bedsD  Special  care 
shall  be  taken  to  be  sure  they  are  not  too  hot  and  that  they  do  not 
leak0  Electric  heating  pads  shall  be  checked  periodically  by  an  elec- 
tric ian» 

5°  Restraints 

a  Restraints  are  to  be  applied  only  when  necessary  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
patient  or  to  others,  and  shall  be  used  only  when  alternative  measures  are 
inadequate.  Restraints  are  not  to  be  applied  unless  ordered  by  a  physi- 
elan,  and  then  in  such  a  way  that  they  can  be  speedily  removed  in  event  of 
fire  or  other  emergency,, 

STORAGE  OF  MEDICINES 

1„  All  medicines,  stimulants  and  other  drugs  or  biologicals  shall  be  plainly 
labeled  and  stored  in  a  specially  designated  and  well  illuminated  medicine 
cabinet,  closet,  refrigerator  or  storeroom  and  made  accessible  only  to  res- 
ponsible personnel . 


2.  Narcotics  shall  be  securely  locked  and  accessible  only  to  the  person  in 
charge.  They  shall  be  stored  and  dispensed  subject  to  state  and  Federal 
Narcotic  regulations. 

3.  Biologicals  shall  be  kept  under  refrigeration  at  a  temperature  no  higher 
than  50°  F. 

STERILIZATION  OF  SUPPLIES 

1.  Sterilizing  equipment 

a.  There  shall  be  provision  for  proper  sterilization  of  dressings,  uten- 
sils, instruments  and  solutions . 

2.  Check  of  sterilizer  performance 

a  The  hospital  shall  adopt  a  method  of  checking  sterilizer  performance 
approved  by  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health,,  All  new  autoclaves 
shall  have  approved  recording  thermometers  in  addition  to  a  standard 
mercury  thermometer,  and  the  records  of  the  recording  thermometer  shall 
be  preserved  for  one  year. 

3.  Storage  of  supplies 

a  Cabinets,  cupboards  or  other  suitable  enclosed  spaces  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  keeping  sterile  equipment  and  supplies  in  a  clean,  convenient 
and  orderly  manner.  At  no  time  shall  unsterile  equipment  be  placed  on 
the  same  shelf  with  sterile  equipment,, 

b  A  system  shall  be  devised  for  routinely  resterilizing  all  stored  "sterile" 
equipment. 

4..  Supervision 

a  All  sterilization  of  supplies  and  equipment  in  a  hospital  shall  be  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  a  graduate-nurse  registered  in  Montana. 

HANDWASHING  FACILITIES 

1.  Adequacy 

a  There  shall  be  adequate  handwashing  facilities  throughout  the  institution. 
Especially  must  they  be  provided  for  operating,  delivery,  and  labor  rooms j 
in  examining  and  treatment  rooms j  in  main  and  diet  kitchens $  in  utility 
and  other  service  rooms |  in  toilet  rooms,  in  rooms  used  for  isolation  of 
patients,  and  in  nursery.  Lavatories  in  other  patient's  rooms  are  desirable, 

2*  Special  features  for  operating,  delivery  and  isolation  rooms 

a  Hand  scrubbing  sinks  shall  be  designed  to  make  handwashing  possible  easily 


comfortably,  and  without  breaking  technique. 

b  The  sink  shall  be  at  a  proper  height  from  the  floor. 

c  A  mixing  faucet  shall  be  orovided,  high  enough  above  the  basin  to 
permit  easy  handwashing  under  running  water  without  touching  the 
sides  of  the  basin. 

d  Running  water  shall  be  controlled  by  a  foot,  elbow,  or  knee  device. 

e  A  sufficient  supply  of  linen  or  paper  towels  shall  be  constantly  avail- 
able so  that  a  fresh  towel  can  be  used  for  every  handwashing.  Use  of  a 
common  towel  is  prohibited. 

PERSONNEL 

1.  Medical  Attendance 

a  All  persons  admitted  to  any  institution  covered  by  these  standards 
must  be  under  the  care  of  a  person  duly  licensed  to  practice  medicine 
or  dentistry  in  Montana. 

b  No  medication  or  treatment  shall  be  given  in  institutions  covered  by 
these  standards  except  on  the  written  order  of  one  lawfully  authorized 
to  give  such  order . 

2.  Nursing  Service 

a  The  nurse  in  charge  of  the  nursing  service  shall  be  competent,  well 
trained  and  otherwise  qualified  for  the  position.  She  shall  be  regis- 
tered in  the  State  of  Montana. 

b  Sufficient  personnel  shall  ^e  employed  to  give  adequate  care  to  patients. 
Careful  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  training,  previous  experience  and 
other  qualifications  of  all  persons  who  apply  for  positions  in  the  nursing 
department,  and  information  obtained  shall  be  made  a.  matter  of  record. 
All  professional  nurses  shall  be  currentlv  registered  in  Montana.  All 
practical  nurses  and  nurses'  aides  shall  work  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  professional  nurse. 

CARE  OF  PATIENTS 

1.  Each  patient  shall  be  given  such  medications  and  treatments  as  are  ordered 
by  the  physician  and  such  nursing  care,  including  personal  hygiene,  as  is 
necessary  for  comfort  and  to  promote  his  general  welfare. 

2.  For  patients  isolated  for  communicable  disease  there  shall  be  used  an 
approved  contagious  disease  technique. 
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ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATERNITY  DIVISIONS 

Any  hospital,  having  five  or  more  beds,  which  receives  women  exclusively  for  care 
during  pregnancy,  during  delivery  or  within  ten  days  after  delivery,  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  Maternity  Hospital 0  Maternity  Hospitals  and  the  Maternity  Sections  of 
General  Hospitals  shall  meet  all  of  the  requirements  of  General  Hospitals  and  all  of 
the  requirements  hereafter  set  forth, 

PERSONNEL 

Medical  Cares  Each  patient  shall  be  under  the  care  of  and  attended  by  a  person 
duly  licensed  to  practice  obstetrics  in  the  State  of  Montana 0  He  shall  be  present 
at  the  time  of  delivery,, 

Nursing  Care;   There  shall  be  a  professional  registered  nurse  responsible  at  all 
times  for  the  nursing  care  of  maternity  patients  and  newborn  infants, 

A  sufficient  number  of  registered  nurses,  practical  nurses  and  other  auxiliary 
help  shall  be  employed  to  provide  adequate  nursing  care  for  all  maternity  patients  and 
infants.  Special  duty  nurses  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  supervision  and  dir- 
ection of  the  supervisor  of  the  division,  and  shall  be  required  to  follow  the  tech- 
niques established  by  that  supervisor, 

SEGREGATION 

Wherever  possible  maternity  patients  shall  be  segregated  from  other  patients 
in  the  Hospital ,   In  any  case,  patients  shall  not  be  placed  in  rooms  or  wards  with 
other  than  maternity  patients.  When  it  is  necessary  to  place  maternity  patients  in 
rooms  previously  occupied  by  other  patients,  rooms  and  furnishings  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  before  being  so  usedo 

As  far  as  possible,  the  nursing  staff  shall  be  confined  to  the  care  of  maternity 
patients o  When  this  is  not  possible,  maternity  patients  shall  be  cared  for  before 
contact  is  made  with  general  medical  or  surgical  patients.  When  and  if  it  becomes 
necessary  for  any  nurse  or  attendant  to  care  for  a  maternity  patient  after  having 
had  contact  with  a  patient  suffering  from  an  infectious  condition  she  shall  (l)  scrub 
her  hands  and  arms  to  the  elbow  with  soap  and  running  water  for  two  minutes ,  (2)   change 
into  a  fresh,  uncontaminated  uniform, 

PROVISION  FOR  THE  PATIENT  IN  LABOR 

There  must  be  satisfactory  provision  for  the  ^are  of  the  patient  in  labor,  either 
in  the  patient8 s  room  or  in  a  designated  special  labor  room.  Rooms  used  for  this 
purpose  must  afford  desirable  privacy,  be  conveniently  located  with  reference  to  the 
deliver  room,  and  be  either  sound  proofed  or  so  located  as  to  minimize  the  possibi- 
lity of  sounds  reaching  other  patient's  rooms.  There  must  be  facilities  for  adequate 
examination  and  preparation  of  the  patient, 
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When  a  special  labor  room  is  provided  it  shall  have  lavatory  facilities,  and 
shall  be  equipped  with  such  instruments  and  materials  as  the  doctor  will  require  in 
the  examination  of  the  patient.  Labor  rooms  shall  either  be  equipped  with  crib 
style  beds  or  with  beds  provided  with  side  boards  or  canvas  crib  sides. 

PROVISION  FOR  DELIVERY 

There  must  be  satisfactory  provision  made  for  the  care  of  the  patient  during 
delivery.  A  special  room  shall  be  used  for  the  delivery  of  non-infected  patients, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  Patients  with  any  evidence  of  infection  or  possible 
infection  shall  be  delivered  in  a  separate  room  or  in  a  private  room. 

If  it  is  impossible  to  provide  a  special  delivery  room  it  is  permissable  to 
use  the  patient's  own  room,  provided  the  room  affords  reasonable  privacy,  can  be 
set  up  satisfactorily  for  delivery,  and  is  thoroughly  cleaned  before  use. 

The  operating  room  is  not  to  be  used  for  deliveries  unless  it  shall  have  been 
thoroughly  aired  and  the  walls,  floors  and  furniture  scrubbed  with  soap  and  water 
following  any  previous  surgery. 

1.  Delivery  Room  -  physical  features 

a  The  delivery  room  shall  be  of  ample  size  to  permit  observance  of  good 
technique.   (18  x  18) 

b  The  walls  and  floor  must  be  washable. 

c  Adequate  lighting  shall  be  provided  of  a  type  approved  by  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

d  Handscriib  facilities  for  doctors  and  nurses  shall  be  in  or  adjacent  to 
the  delivery  room.   (  See  p*  10  for  description  of  satisfactory  hand- 
scrub  facilities.) 

2.  Equipment 

a  A  suitable  delivery  table  equipped  for  operative  deliveries  and  the  treat- 
ment of  shock.  The  pad  must  be  protected  with  water  proof  sheeting  in 
good  condition. 

b  Suitable  tables  or  stands  for  instruments,  enamelware  and  necessary  supp- 
lies. 

c  Surgical  or  spot-light. 

d  Wall  electric  clock  with  sweep  secondhand,  or  equivalent, 

e  Sphygmomanometer  and  stethescope. 

f  Supply  cabinet  or  built  in  shelf  space  for  sterile  packages,  instruments, 
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suture  material,  oxytocic  drugs,  syringes  and  emergency  equipment . 

go  Facilities  for  anaesthesia  and  for  the  administration  of  oxygen 

shall  be  providedo  A  small  table  conveniently  placed  shall  contain 
articles  needed  by  the  anaesthetisto 

h  Emergency  facilities . 

Syringes  -  There  shall  be  several  sterile  syringes,  with  suitable  needles 
for  oxytocics  and  emergency  medications « 

Packing  -  A  sterile  package  of  instruments  and  gauze  for  uterine  pack- 
ing shall  be  immediately  available  at  all  times. 

Repair  sets  -  Instruments  for  repair  of  lacerations  and  for  handling 

other  occasional  delivery  accidents  shall  be  provided  in 
sterile  packages  if  they  are  not  supplied  routinely  in  the 
delivery  set. 

Intravenous  equipment  <=  Facilities  for  intravenous  therapy  shall  be  avail- 
able in  sterile  formB  In  addition  to  flasks  of  sterile  glucose 
and  saline  solution,  a  standard  preparation  of  blood  plasma  or 
serum  shall  be  available  in  the  delivery  room0 

i  A  written  manual  of  techniques  for  delivery  shall  be  available  for  re- 
ference at  all  times. 

3 o  Equipment  -  for  the  reception  of  the  new  born  infant , 

a  A  heated  bassinet,  crib  or  incubator  shall  be  ready  for  reception  and 
care  of  the  newborn  infant. 

b  Resuscitation  equipment  including  a  trachael  catheter,  and  equipment  for  ad- 
ministering oxygen. 

c  Silver  Nitrate  ampoules,  or  other  material  approved  oj   the  State  Board  of 
Health,  for  instillation  into  the  eyes  of  the  newborn.  Such  instilla- 
tion shall  be  done  before  the  infant  is  removed  from  the  delivery  room. 

d  Lettered  beads  (or  other  material  satisfactory  to  the  State  Board  ox  Health) 
for  identification  of  each  infant.  Marking  for  identification  must  be  done 
immediately  after  delivery  and  before  the  infant  leaves  the  delivery  room. 
Beads  shall  be  placed  on  the  infant  where  they  may  be  easily  referred  to 
whenever  the  infant  is  removed  from  his  crib,  and  are  to  be  removed  only 
in  the  presence  of  the  mother  when  the  child  is  dressed  to  go  homeu 

4o  Sterilizing  Delivery  Room  Supplies 

Adequate  provision  must  be  made  for  sterilization  of  delivery  room  supplies  and 
sterile  water.  Where  the  sterilizing  equipment  is  shared  with  the  operating  room 


provision  shall  be  made  for  the  steri lization  of  obstetric  supplies  at  a  given 
period  of  each  day  or  on  certain  designated  days  of  the  week. 

PROVISION  FOR  INFANTS 

1.  Nursery 

a  A  nursery  shall  be  provided  for  the  care  of  newborn  infants  which 
shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

b  In  hospitals  under  50  beds,  where  adequate  space  for  a  nursery  is  not 
available  the  infant  may  be  housed  in  the  room  of  the  mother  under  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  Mother  must  be  in  a  separate  room  with  an  outside  exposure  and  other- 
wise suitable  for  a  newborn  infant. 

(b)  Infant  shall  have  individual  crib  end  bathing  facilities. 

(c)  Visitors  shall  be  restricted  to  the  father  of  the  child,  or  if  he  is 
not  available  in  the  community,  to  one  member  of  the  family. 

(d)  Children  under  16  years  of  age  shall  not  visit  in  the  mother's  room 
at  any  time. 

2.  Physical  Features 

The  nursery  shall  be  an  outside  room  so  located  as  to  receive  sunshine  some 
portion  of  the  day.   It  shall  be  located  in  the  obstetrical  unit,  conveniently  located 
with  reference  to  the  mothers'  rooms. 

3.  Size 

The  total  superficial  floor  area  of  each  nur5;ery  shall  be  adequate  to  provide 
an  average  of  20  square  feet  per  bassinet.  Each  bassinet  shall  be  placed  at  least 
six  inches  from  the  wall  or  partition,  and  13  inches  from  any  other  bassinet. 

4-.  Handscrub  facilities 

There  shall  be  handwashing  facilities  in  the  nursery.   (See  p.  10  of  these 
standards  for  description  of  satisfactory  handscrub  facilities.) 

5.  Control  of  Atmospheric  Conditions 

a  Heatings  Heating  equipment  shall  be  sufficient  to  maintain  a  temperature 

of  75°  F  in  the  most  severe  weather.  Any  room  used  for  the  care  of  infants 

shall  be  provided  with  a  reliable  room  thermometer  near  the  cribs  and  approx- 
imately at  crib  level. 

b  Humidity;  A  hydrometer  shall  be  located  in  the  sleeping  roow  of  the  nur- 
sery, and  every  effort  shall  be  made  to  maintain  a  humidity  in  that  room  of 
from  4.5  to  55°. 

15. 


c  Ventilations  Glass  deflectors  or  other  effective  window  ventilators  shall 
be  provided,  when  necessary,  as  protection  against  dust  and  drafts . 

d  Walls,  Floors  and  ceilings ;  Walls  and  floors  must  be  washable,,  Dry 
sweeping  or  dusting  is  prohibited,, 

e  Viewing  windows  A  glass  observation  window  shall  be  provided  through 
which  infants  may  be  viewed  by  visitors . 

6.  Furnishings  and  equipment 

a  Bassinets  %     A  separate  crib  or  basket  shall  be  provided  for  each  infant. 
Cribs  shall  have  firm  mattresses,  covered  with  water  proof  sheeting  and 
washable  pads.  Washable  inside  linings  must  be  provided  to  obviate  danger 
of  injury  to  infants  from  crib  bars,  and  as  a  preventive  measure  against 
transmission  of  infection.  Freshly  laundered  linings,  blankets  and  linen 
shall  be  furnished  for  each  new  occupant . 

b  Incubators   If  a  premature  nursery  is  not  provided  there  shall  be  at 

least  one  incubator  of  an  approved  type  for  each  20  bassinets  or  fraction 
thereof,  equipped  to  provide  individualized  care  to  a  premature  infant. 

c  Work  Tables o  Whenever  possible  individual  crib  tables  with  drawer  and 

closed  storage  compartment  shall  be  provided.  Where  a  common  bathing  table 
is  in  use,  it  shall  be  properly  protected,  and  the  pad  covering  renewed 
after  each  bathe  If  basins  are  used,  a  separate  one  must  be  provided  for 
each  infant,  or  the  basin  must  be  sterilized  before  each  use. 

d  Scales?  Accurate  beam  scales  shall  be  provided  for  weighing  infants . 

e.  Diaper  canP  A  covered  can  equipped  with  a  foot  control  shall  be  provided 
for  soiled  diapers ,  Soiled  diapers  shall  be  removed  from  the  nursery  at 
least  three  times  daily.  No  rinsing  of  diaper?  or  other  linens  shall  be 
done  in  the  nursery,  nor  shall  diapers  be  washed  or  rinsed  by  personnel 
who  care  for  and  feed  the  infants. 

f  Thermometers  %     One  rectal  thermometer  shall  be  provided  for  each  infant. 
They  shall  be  disinfected  between  usec  An  acceptable  method  of  earring  for 
clinical  thermometers  is  given  on  page  9  • 

g  Equipment  for  special  treatments  and  emergenciess   (1)  Suitable  suction 
device  for  use  in  aspirating  mucous  from  the  upper  respiratory  passage  of 
newborn  infants  shall  be  kept  in  the  nursery  at  all  times 0   (2)  A  supply 
of  oxygen  and  suitable  apparatus  for  administering  oxygen  to  an  infant 
shall  be  kept  available  in  sterile  packages,  ready  for  emergencies. 


All  clothing  for  infants  (diapers,  shirts,  outing  flannel  gowns,  abdominal 
binders,  blankets)  shall  be  provided  by  the  hospital  for  the  use  of  the  baby  while 
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it  is  in  the  hospital.  Clothing  for  the  newborn  babies  shall  not  be  taken  to  the 
home  to  be  laundered  and  returned  to  the  hospital,  nor  shall  clothing  for  the  infant 
be  brought  from  the  home  into  the  nursery. 

Linen  from  the  nursery  shall  be  collected  in  hampers  or  bage  plainly  marked  for 
that  department,  It  shall  be  washed  separately,  and  returned  immediately  to  the 
nursery  in  a  special,  clean  hamper  or  basket  which  is  not  used  for  any  other  depart- 
mento  If  infants'  linen  cannot  be  kept  entirely  separate  throughout  the  laundering 
and  storing  process  it  shall  be  sterilized  before  use. 

Be,     Nursing;  procedures  for  the  nursery 

A  written  manual  of  nursing  procedures  for  newborn  infants  shall  be  pre- 
pared and  shall  be  available  for  reference  in  the  nursery. 

a  Care  of  the  newborn;  Newborn  infants  at  all  times  shall  remain  isolated 
from  personnel  not  assigned  to  their  care  and  feeding,  and  from  visitors. 

b  Admissions;  No  infant  delivered  outside  the  hospital  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  newborn  nursery. 

c  Persons  entering  nursery;  No  person  shall  enter  the  nursery  excepting 
those  immediately  concerned  with  the  care  of  the  newborn,  and  these  per- 
sons shall  be  properly  gowned,  capped  and  masked,  and  properly  scrubbed. 

9 »  Grown ,  mask  and  cap  technique 

a  Freshly  laundered  gowns  shall  be  provided  daily ,  or  oftener  as  indicated. 

b  Masks;  All  physicians  and  personnel  entering  or  working  in  nurseries  shall 
wear  masks  which  cover  the  nose  and  mouth o  Masks  large  enough  to  cover  the 
nose  and  mouth  adequately  shall  be  provided  in  sufficient  numbers  to  main- 
tain proper  technique.  A  clean  mask  shall  not  be  worn  longer  than  four  hours, 
and  shall  be  discarded  earlier  if  it  becomes  damp.  The  mask  shall  not  be 
left  hanging  around  the  neck  and  shall  not  be  fingered . 

c  Caps;  Caps  shall  completely  cover  the  hair0 

d  Handwashing  technique;  Strict  handwashing  technique  shall  be  carried  out 
by  physicians  and  nurses  and  personnel  earing  for  newborn  infants.  Hands 
shall  be  washed  with  soap  and  running  water  for  two  minutes  before  initial 
entry  into  the  nursery.  Hands  shall  be  washed  with  soap  and  running  water 
before  and  after  handling,  diapering,  or  feeding  each  infant. 

e  Dressing,  bathing  and  diapering;  A  common  dressing,  bathing  or  diapering 
table,  if  used,  shall  be  draped  with  clean  linen  or  suitable  clean  paper 
sheeting  for  each  infant  immediately  before  use.  Oil,  if  used  for  the 
infant's  skin,  shall  be  sterile  and  kept  in  a  sterile  glass  container  from 
which  it  is  poured  on  to  the  individual  piece  of  cotton  used  in  applying 
the  oil. 
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f  Weighings   Immediately  before  each  use,  the  weighing  scale  shall  be 
draped  with  clean  linen  or  suitable  clean  paper  sheeting. 

g  Transportation  of  infant  to  mother:   Infant  shall  be  carried  to  mother 
wrapped  in  its  own  blanket  either  in  the  arms  of  the  nurse  or  attendant 
or  in  its  own  bassinet.  No  nurse  or  attendant  shall  rarry  more  than 
one  infant  in  her  arms  at  one  time.  A  group  carrier  may  be  used  if  it  is 
adequately  draped  with  sterile  linen  or  clean  paper  sheeting  before  each 
use,  and  the  infants  properly  separated  and  protected. 

h  Cleaning  the  nursery:  No  dry  dusting  or  cleansing  in  a  nursery  unit 

shall  be  allowed.  Maids  shall  wear  gowns,  caps  and  masks  while  cleaning 
nurseries „ 

10 •   Isolation  of  the  nev/born . 

All  infants  suspected  of  or  having  infectious  disease  shall  be  immediately 
transferred  to  a  suspect  or  isolation  nursery  and  shall  be  cared  for  with  strict 
isolation  technique.  The  supervising  obstetrical  morse  shall  have  authority  to 
order  the  transfer  of  suspected  infants  to  the  suspect  or  isolation  nursery,  and  shall 
report  all  such  cases  to  the  administrator  of  the  hospital.  The  physician  in  charge 
of  the  suspected  infant  shall  be  notified  immediately. 

Any  infant  delivered  of,  or  in  contact  with,  an  infected  mother  shall  be 
isolated. 

Ritual  circumcisions  shall  be  performed  outside  of  the  nursery  and  after-care 
of  the  infant  shall  be  given  in  suspect  or  isolation  room  because  of  the  danger  of 
infection.  Circumcisions  other  than  ritual  shall  be  performed  in  the  delivery  room 
unless  a  special  treatment  room  is  provided. 

Any  infant  suspected  of  developing  or  showing  symptoms  of  diarrhea  shall  be 
immediately  placed  in  the  suspect  nursery  or  isolation  nursery  and  cared  for  with 
strict  isolation  technique.  Infant  contacts  shall  be  kept  under  close  observation 
until  discharged  from  the  hospital.  Infants  transferred  from  the  r  ^born  nursery  to 
the  suspect  or  isolation  nursery  shall  remain  therein  until  discharged  from  the 
hospital. 

When  there  are  two  or  more  cases  of  diarrhea  of  the  newborn,  no  new  infants  shall 
be  admitted  to  such  nursery,  and  an  auxiliary  emergency  newborn  nursery  shall  be  pro- 
vided. After  emptying  the  infected  nursery  it  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  with  an 
approved  technique  before  re-admitting  infants. 

1 1 •  Isolation  nursery • 

An  isolation  nursery  shall  meet  all  of  the  requirements  listed  for  the  re- 
gular nursery  for  newborn.  In  addition,  each  infant  shall  be  provided  with  facilities 
for  complete  isolation.  A  2U   hour  supply  of  bedding,  clothing  and  diapers  shall  ve 
provided  for  each  baby.  A  separate  gown  for  the  nurse,  together  with  facilities 
for  earing  for  it  shall  be  provided  for  each  infant. 
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Where  an  isolation  or  suspect  nursery  cannot  be  maintained,  infants  needing 
isolation  shall  either  be  transferred  to  another  part  of  the  hospital  out  of  the 
maternity  division,  or  shall  be  isolated  in  a  private  room  set  up  for  the  purpose. 

12.  Formula  Room 

Wherever  possible  a  special  room  for  the  preparation  of  formulae  shall  be 
provided  which  shall  either  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  dietitian?  or 
under  the  supervision  of  the  obstetrical  supervising  nurse. 

13»  Formula  Room  Equipment 

The  walls  and  floors  of  the  formula  room  shall  be  of  a  type  easily  washed. 
The  equipment  shall  consist  of  the  following  as  a  minimum;  Refrigerator,  sink 
with  hot  and  cold  running  water,  lavatory  for  handwashing,  sterilizers,  cupboards 
and  a  work  table  of  a  type  which  can  be  easilj7-  washed  and  kept  clean.  Either  a 
stove  or  electric  hot  plate  shall  also  be  provided, 

14-°  Formula  Technique 

Formula  preparation  shall  be  carried  out  with  strictly  aseptic  technique, 
and  personnel  preparing  formulae  shall  be  thoroughly  trained  in  such  techniques. 
The  formulae  shall  be  sterilized  either  by  the  closed  bottle  technique  (sterilization 
of  the  formulae  in  the  individual  nursing  bottles  properly  covered  with  nipples  and 
nipple  protectors)  or  by  an  aseptic  routine  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
Pasteurized  milk  shall  be  used  when  it  is  available  in  the  community.   It  is  required 
that  for  infants  all  fresh  milk  be  boiled  for  three  minutes,  unless  formulae  are 
autoclaved  according  to  the  closed  bottle  method. 

15°  Substitute  Formula  Room 

When  a  special  room  for  the  preparation  of  formulae  is  not  available,  another 
room  which  meets  the  above  requirements  for  cleanliness  and  essential  equipment  may 
be  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  formulae. 

A  written  manual  for  the  preparation  of  formulae  used  in  any  hospital  shall 
be  prepared  and  be  easily  available. 

PROVISIONS  FOR  POSTPARTUM  CARE  OF  MOTHERS 

1.  Rooms 

Rooms  for  maternity  patients  must  conform  in  general  to  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  pages  6  and  7  of  these  standards.  The  fallowing  are  additional  require- 
ments for  rooms  housing  maternity  patients. 

a  Locations  All  rooms  occupied  by  maternity  patients  shall  be  non-basement 
rooms . 

b  Privacys  When  two  or  more  patients  occupy  the  same  room,  privacy  shall  be 
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secured  by  means  of  screens  or  curtains0 

Isolations  All  mothers  with  a  temperature  of  100,4°  F„  or  over  on  two 
successive  days  after  the  day  of  delivery,  or  any  other  condition  inimical 
to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  others,  must  be  segregated  from  afebrile 
maternity  patients „  Such  patients  must  either  be  moved  from  the  mater- 
nity unit  completely  and  not  cared  for  by  the  same  nurses  or  attendants, 
or,  if  that  is  not  possible,  they  must  be  strictly  isolated  according  to 
the  standards  set  up  in  Isolation  Facilities,  page  8,  of  these  standards. 

Visitors?   The  following  regulations  regarding  visitors  are  minimum, 
and  the  hospital  may  further  restrict  visiting  if  desired 0 

(a)  The  maternity  patient  shall  not  receive  any  visitors  in  the  first 
forty=eight  hours  after  delivery,  other  than  the  husband  or  one 
immediate  member  of  the  family0 

(b)  There  shall  be  no  more  than  two  visitors  per  patient  at  any  one 
time  in  a  private  room,  or  one  visitor  per  patient  at  a  time  in 
a  multi-bed  roomc 

(c)  Any  visitor  having  evidence  of  a  cold,  or  who  has  had  any  recent 
contact  with  an  infection  shall  be  excluded*, 

(d)  Children  under  16  years  of  age  are  not  permitted  to  visit  in  the 
obstetrical  or  newborn  unit  ®t  any  timeQ 

(e)  Visitors  shall  be  excluded  from  the  mother's  room  during  nursing 
hours o 

(f)  Visitors  shall  never  enter  the  nursery  or  have  any  direc 
with  the  infants 0 
Regulations  about  visiting  shall  be  posted  conspicuously « 


e  A  manual  of  nursing  procedures  for  postpartum  care  shall  be  prepared  and 
shall  be  available  at  all  times „ 

THE  NURSING  STAFF 

The  maternity  department  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  graduate  registered 
nurse0  All  nursing  personnel  and  auxiliary  workers  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  supervisor  of  the  department,  and  while  assigned  to  the  maternity  division  they 
shall  have  no  duties  in  any  other  section  of  the  hospital 0 

Number  of  nurses  §  The  actual  number  of  nurses  which  are  needed  will  vary  with  the 
work  load  and  organisation  of  the  hospital „  However,  sufficient  professional  regis- 
tered nurses,  practical  nurses  and  auxiliary  nurse  aides  shall  be  employed  to  provide 
adequate  nursing  care  for  all  maternity  patients  and  infants 0   At  least  two  nurses, 
one  of  whom  is  a  supervising  graduate  hurse,  shall  be  available  at  all  times  for  each 
delivery. 

Health  Supervision  of  Personnel  s  All  physicians,  nurses  and  auxiliary  personnel 
assigned  to  the  maternity  division  must  be  free  from  communicable  diseases »  A  physi- 
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cal  examination  including  X-ray  of  chest  shall  be  required  before  assignment  to  that 
service o  No  person  with  an  upper  respiratory  infection  shall  be  permitted  to  work 
on  the  maternity  division. 


ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  OPERATION  ROOMS 

1.  Floors 

Floors  of  operating  room  suites,  anaesthetic  rooms  and  sterilizing  rooms 
shall  be  smooth  and  of  a  character  to  permit  frequest  washing  or  cleansing. 
Wherever  possible  the  floor  shall  have  an  impervious  finish,  such  as  tile, 
terrazzo  or  its  equal.  Metal  grid  or  conductive  floors  are  recommended . 

2o  Walls 

Walls  of  operating  suites,  anaesthetic  rooms  and  sterilizing  rooms  shall  be 
of  a  character  to  permit  frequent  washing  or  cleaning.  Wherever  possible  the 
wall  shall  have  an  impervious  finish,  such  as  tile  or  terrazzo  or  its  equal, 
to  a  minimum  of  a  six  foot  wainscoatc 

3»  Scrubsinks 

Adequate  scrubsink  for  two  people  to  scrub  simultaneously  shall  be  provided 
adjacent  to  each  operating  room.  Such  scrubsinks  shall  be  designed  to  make 
handwashing  possible  easily,  comfortably,  and  without  breaking  technique. 

a  The  sink  shall  be  at  a  proper  height  from  the  floor. 

b  A  mixing  faucet  shall  be  provided,  high  enough  above  the  basin  to  permit 

easy  handwashing  under  running  water  without  touching  the  sides  of  the  basin, 

c  Running  water  shall  be  controlled  by  a  foot,  elbow,  or  knee  device. 

d  A  sufficient  supply  of  sterile  scrub  brushes  shall  be  supplied. 

e  Such  sink  shall  be  supplied  with  a  foot  operated  liquid  soap  dispenser 
and  a  clock  or  other  equivalent  timing  device. 

A.  Fire  Hazard 

To  insure  against  explosion  of  volatile  anaesthetic  gases  it  Is  desirable 
to  have  controlled  ventilation  with  a  humidity  of  from  A.8   to  55.  Where  this  is  not 
possible,  the  operating  tables  and  anaesthetic  machines  must  be  grounded,  and  all 
personnel  must  wear  shoes  with  conductive  soles  or  heels.  All  anaesthetic  machines 
shall  be  of  a  type  approved  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 
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Light 


All  operating  rooms  shall  be  adequately  lighted  for  surgical  work0  In 
addition  they  shall  be  supplied  with  emergency  lighting  facilities .  These 
may  be  battery  operated  lamps  or  standby  units e  Electrical  outlets  must  be 
explosion  proof „ 

60  Supervision 

Operating  rooms  shall  be  placed  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified  profess- 
ional registered  nurse,  and  there  shall  be  every  provision  for  aseptic  surgi- 
cal care,  and  for  the  protection  of  patients  from  infection  and  from  cross  in- 
fection from  unclean  or  infectious  cases. 

ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  PEDIATRIC  DIVISION 

lo  Hospitals  that  admit  an  average  of  12  or  more  children  under  1U  years  of  age 
(excepting  newborn  infants)  per  months  shall  have  a  segregated  ward  or  unit 
for  such  children,, 

2o  All  children  admitted  to  such  a  segregated  pediatric  ward  or  unit  shall  be 
isolated  from  other  children  in  the  ward  or  unit  for  the  first  48  hours 
after  admission,  in  order  that  they  may  be  observed  for  evidence  of  communi- 
cable disease,, 

3°  Children  under  16  years  of  age  shall  not  be  permitted  to  visit  in  the  pedia- 
tric ward  or  unit,.  Further  restrictions  to  visiting  pediatric  patients  is 
advisable o 

OTHER  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 

LABORATORY 

If  the  hospital  operates  and  maintains  its  own  laboratory y  adequate  space,  equip- 
ment and  supplies  shall  be  provided  for  Basal  Metabolism,  Electrocardiography,  Hema- 
tology, Urinalysis,  Biochemistry,  Bacteriology,  Serology  if  done,  Tissue  Diagnosis 
if  done,  and  other  adjunct  laboratory  facilities.  If  the  hospital  does  not  operate 
its  own  laboratory,  adequate  working  space,  equipment  and  supplies  shall  be  provided 
for  emergency  laboratory  work  such  as  urinalysis,  himogram,  blood  typing  and  cross 
matchingo  If  reasonable  laboratory  facilities  are  not  readily  available  the  hospital 
shall  operate  its  own  laboratory,, 

RADIOLOGY 

Small  hospitals  shall  provide  a  minimum  of  diagnostic  x-ray  facilities  with  ade- 
quate space  for  the  safe  handling  of  patients  and  personnel  while  taking  films,  proper 
dark  room  facilities,  film  storage  space  and  view  boxes. 
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Hospitals  of  more  than  100  beds  shall  provide  diagnostic  x-ray  facilities 
including  fluoroscopy  and  dental  radiography,  with  adequate  space  for  the  safe 
handling  of  patients  and  personnel  while  taking  films,  proper  dark  room  space,  film 
storage  space  and  view  boxes 0  There  shall  be  dressing  rooms  with  lavatory  and  toilet 
facilities .  Wherever  possible  x-ray  therapy  equipment  of  an  approved  type  shall  be 
provided  In  a  separate  room  and  shall  be  certified  as  satisfactory  by  the  radiolo- 
gist in  charge o 

PHARMACY 

The  pharmacy  operating  in  connection  with  a  hospital  shall  comply  with  all  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Law. 

In  hospitals  of  50  beds  or  more  the  pharmacy  or  drug  room  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  ©f  a  pharmacist  licensed  t©  practice  In  the  State  ©f  Montana,, 

In  Hospitals  of  less  than  50  beds,  where  the  drug  room  is  not  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  licensed  pharmacist,  the  services  of  a  pharmacist  in  the  community  or  a 
pharmacist  inspector  from  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  shall  be  obtained 
periodically  to  consult  with  the  hospital  administrator  relative  to  the  labeling, 
storage  and  dispensing  of  drugs. 

The  pharmacist  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  administrator  of  the  hospital, 
initiate  procedures  to  provide  for  the  administrative  and  technical  guidance  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  handling  and  dispensing  of  drugs 0 

MORGUE 

A  morgue  and  autopsy  room  may  not  be  required  in  hospitals  where  other  facili- 
ties such  as  an  undertaker  or  coroner  are  available.  Where  such  facilities  are  not 
available  a  proper  and  well  ventilated  morgue  with  satisfactory  autopsy  facilities 
shall  be  provided.  If  dead  bodies  are  held  un embalmed,  regrigerated  compartments 
shall  be  provided. 

RECORDS  AND  REPORTS 

3-»  E^sgital^Re cords 

All  records  shall  be  permanent,  either  typewritten  or  legibly  written  with 
pen  and  ink.  A  record  shall  be  kept  in  a  permanent  file  on  each  patient 
to  any  hospital.  Such  record  shall  consist  of  the  following

If  narcotics  are  administered  from  a  stock  secured  by  the  hospital  under  a 
Federal  permit,  each  dose  shall  be  recorded  in  a  Narcotic  Record,  wherein 
shall  be  recorded  the  date,  hour,  name  of  patient,  name  and  registration  num- 
ber of  physician,  kind  of  narcotic,  dose,  and  by  whom  administered. 

3«  Preservation  of  Records 

All  original  records  or  photographs  of  same  shall  be  stored  in  the  hospi- 
tal, and  none  shall  be  disposed  of  except  by  the  approval  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 


Any  occurrence,  such  as  epidemic  outbreaks,  poisonings  or  other  unusual  oc- 
currences, which  threaten  the  welfare,  safety,  or  haalth  of  any  patient  ad- 
mitted to  institutions  covered  by  the  Hospital  Licensing  Law  shall  be  imme- 
diately reported  either  by  telephone  or  telegraph  to  the  local  or  state 
health  officer.  The  institution  shall  furnish  such  other  pertinent  ir Confla- 
tion relative  to  such  occurrences  as  the  local  or  Stat©  Board  of  Health  may 
require. 

Annual  Reports  to  State,  Board  of  Health

MATERNITY  HOME 

INTRODUCTION 

The  term  "maternity  home"  is  used  to  cover  the  service  rendered  maternity  patients 
in  private  family  homes ,  Because  maternity  homes  do  not  have  the  facilities  of  a 
well-equipped  hospital  to  furnish  scientific  care  or  meet  the  emergencies  of  mater- 
nity cases,  they  are  licensed  only  when  it  is  shown  that  there  is  a  need  for  their 
service  in  the  community,  and  then  only  under  conditions  which  are  designed  to  safe- 
guard the  well-being  of  infants  born  therein  and  the  health  and  best  interests  of 
the  patients  received  for  care. 

SUBMISSION  OF  PLANS 

When  construction  is  contemplated,  either  for  new  buildings,  additions  to  exist- 
ing buildings,  or  material  alterations  to  existing  buildings s  the  preliminary  plans 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  for  approval.  These  plans 
shall  show  the  general  arrangement  of  the  building,  including  the  intended  purpose  and 
fixed  equipment  of  each  room,  together  with  such  additional  information  as  the  Montana 
State  Board  of  Health  may  require. 

Also,  no  system  of  water  supply s  plumbing,  sewerage,  garbage  or  refuse  disposal 
for  these  institutions  shall  be  installed  nor  shall  any  such  existing  system  be  mater- 
ially altered  or  extended  until  complete  plans  and  specifications  for  the  installa- 
tion, alteration,  or  extension,  together  with  such  information  as  the  Montana  State 
Board  of  Health  may  require,  have  been  submitted  and  approved  as  far  as  relates  to 
their  sanitary  features  <> 

All  construction  shall  take  place  in  accordance  with  the  approved  completed 
plans. 
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3  following  policies  have  been  adopted  with  reference  to  Maternity  Homes j 

lo  Maternity  homes  may  not  be  licensed  in  communities  with  regular  hospital 
facilities  available  to  all  physicians,, 

2.  A  maternity  home  shall  not  be  licensed  to  receive  more  than  four  maternity 
patients  at  one  time9 

3»  The  maternity  home  must  be  recommended  and  sponsored  by  one  or  more 

persons  authorized  to  practice  obstetrics  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  the 
community  who  will  certify  to  the  need  for  the  home,  be  responsible  for 
the  delivery  set-up,  and  maintain  supervision  over  the  care  of  the  mother 
and  baby  in  the  home« 

4o  Patients  may  be  accepted  only  upon  the  approval  of  a  duly  qualified 

person  authorized  to  practice  obstetrics  in  the  State  of  Montana  except 
under  emergency  circumstances  which  make  it  impossible  to  obtain  prior 
approval  for  the  admission  of  the  patient „ 

5.  The  maternity  home  is  required  to  restrict  its  service  to  maternity  pa- 
tients. A  private  home  will  not  be  licensed  for  the  care  of  both  mater- 
nity patients  and  non-maternity  patients,  including  chronic  or  convales- 
cent patients  o  Roomers  or  boarders  must  not  be  accepted,, 

6o  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  to  license  a 
maternity  home  in  which  there  are  small  children  in  the  household „ 

7 o  The  maternity  home  may  not  receive  boarding  children  for  care0 

Se  The  solicitation  of  patients  or  use  of  advertising  is  disapproved,, 

The  standards  which  have  been  adopted  for  hospitals  receiving  maternity  patients 
have  been  modified  for  the  maternity  home  in  order  to  meet  the  conditions  which  arise 
from  the  limited  space  and  facilities,  and  the  restricted  sen/ice  of  such  homes 0 

LOCATION  AMD  COMMUNICATION 

lo  Locat- 

A  maternity  home  shall  be  located  advantageously  to  medical  service  and  to 
transportation  facilities  for  patients 6 

2o  Telephone 

In  order  that  help  may  be  summoned  promptly  in  case  of  fire,  accidents, 
acute  illness,  or  other  emergency,  there  must  be  a  telephone  in  the  homec 
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HOUSING 

1.  Construction  and  Repair 

The  building  shall  be  in  good  repair  and  shall  be  of  such  construction  as 
to  prevent  the  entrance  or  harborage  of  rodents  or  vermin. 

2.  Heating 

Heating  plant  shall  be  adequate  to  maintain  a  temperature  of  70°  F.  in  cold 
weather c  No  oil  or  gas  heater  shall  be  used  in  a  room  unless  it  is  directly- 
connected  with  a  flue  which  opens  to  the  outside  air. 

3.  Sanitation 

a  Water  Supply;  The  water  supply  shall  be  of  safe,  sanitary  quality,  suit- 
able for  use,  and  shall  be  obtained  from  a  water  supply  system,  the  location, 
construction,  and  operation  of  which  comply  with  the  standards  approved  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  Water  heating  facilities  shall  be  available  at 
all  times. 

b  Sewage  Disposals  Sewage  shall  be  discharged  into  a  municipal  sewerage  sys- 
tem where  such  a  system  is  available;  otherwise,  the  sewage  shall  be  col- 
lected, treated,  and  disposed  of  in  an  independent  sewerage  system.  Either 
shall  have  the  approval  of  the  local  health  department  and  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

c  Plumbings  The  plumbing  and  drainage  or  other  arrangements  for  the  disposal 
of  excreta  and  infectious  discharges  and  wastes  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  for  plumbing  approved  by  the  Montana  State  Board  cf  Health. 

d  Garbage  Disposals  All  garbage  shall  be  stored  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner 
that  will  not  permit  the  transmission  of  a  contagious  disease,  create  a 
nuisance,  or  provide  a  breeding  place  for  flies.  All  containers  for  gar- 
bage shall  be  watertight,  have  tight  fitting  covers s  and  be  rodent  proof. 

e  Screens;  When  flies,  mosquitoes  and  other  insects  are  prevalent,  all  out- 
side openings  shall  be  screened  with  wire  screen  of  sixteen  meshes  per 
lineal  inch,  unless  other  effective  means  are  provided  to  prevent  the  en- 
trance of  flies.  Screen  doors  shall  open  outward  and  be  equipped  with 
self-closing  devices. 


a  Adequacys  Each  patient's  room  shall  be  an  outside  room  with  a  satisfactory 
amount  of  natural  light „ 

Entrances,  rooms,  hallways  and  stairways  used  by  patients  must  have  ade- 
quate lighting  facilities, 

b  Emergency  Lightings  An  electric  lantern  or  flashlight  must  be  available  in 
case  of  failure  of  electricity. 
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5.  Fire  Prevention 

All  maternity  homes  shall  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  State  Fire  Marshall  establishing  minimum  standards  for  the  prevention  of 
fire  and  panic.  A  certification  from  the  State  Fire  Marshall  to  the  effect 
that  the  maternity  home  is  complying  with  the  minimum  standards  of  fire  preven- 
tion and  protection  will  be  required  before  a  license  can  be  issued. 

FOOD  SANITATION 

1 „  Facilities  for  Preparation  and  Serving  of  Food 

There  must  be  facilities  for  the  proper  preparation  and  serving  of  food  and 
for  cleansing  of  dishes  and  kitchen  utensils. 

2.  Food  Storage 

a  All  food  shall  be  stored  so  as  to  be  protected  from  dust,  flies,  vermin, 
or  other  source  of  contamination „ 

b  Kitchen  facilities  shall  include  refrigeration,  and  perishable  food  must 
be  kept  at  a  temperature  below  50°  F.  in  order  to  prevent  deterioration. 
It  is  suggested  that  there  be  a  reliable  thermometer  in  the  refrigerator, 
and  in  storerooms  used  for  perishable  food. 

3.  Milk  Supply 

There  shall  be  a  safe  milk  supply.  Pasteurized  milk  shall  be  provided  if 
available,,  No  milk  may  be  purchased  from  other  than  a  licensed  dairy  hav- 
ing tested  cowso 

4..  Ice 

All  ice  used  in  contact  with  food  or  drink  shall  be  from  a  source  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  handled  and  dispensed  in  a  sanitary  manner. 

ACCOMODATIONS  FOR  PATIENTS 

In  maternity  homes,  the  patient's  room  is  ordinarily  used  for  delivery.  There- 
fore, in  planning  the  room  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  its  suitability 
for  delivery  as  well  as  for  the  postpartum  care  of  the  patient. 

I.  Rooms 

a  Separate  Bedrooms  A  separate  bedroom  is  desirable  for  each  maternity  pa- 
tient ;   however,  two  or  more  patients  may  occupy  the  same  room  when  space 
and  ventilation  are  satisfactory,  and  when  the  desirable  privacy  is  pro- 
vided by  screens.  No  patient  shall  be  delivered  in  a  room  occupied  by 
another  patient. 
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b  Location  of  Patient's  Rooms  Room  shall  be  conveniently  located  with  re- 
lation to  toilet  and  handwashing  facilities. 

c  Spaces  If  room  is  also  to  be  used  for  delivery,  room  must  be  sufficiently 
large  for  delivery  set-up  as  well  as  for  care  of  patients . 

d  Walls  and  Floors;  Walls  and  floors  shall  be  of  a  character  to  permit  fre- 
quent washing  or  painting.  Rugs,  if  used,  must  be  removable,  and  hangings 
simple.  Room  must  be  scrupulously  cleaned  before  delivery. 

2.  Furnishings 

a  Bed;  A  good  bed  shall  be  provided,  preferably  high,  with  ample  working 
space  on  both  sides.  Mattress  shall  be  firm  and  flat,  and  shall  be  pro- 
tected by  waterproof  sheeting. 

Bed  blocks  are  required  for  raising  foot  or  head  of  the  bed  if  other 
measures  are  not  available .  Such  blocks  must  be  firm  and  have  holes  for 
casters  that  are  deep  enough  to  prevent  the  bed  from  slipping. 

b  Beddings  An  adequate  and  suitable  supply  of  clean  bedding  and  bed  lin^n 
must  be  kept  on  hand  at  all  times.   It  is  recommended  that  linen  used  for 
patients  be  reserved  for  such  use  only. 

c  Signalss  A  hand  bell  shall  be  provided  at  the  bedside  of  each  patient. 

PROVISION  FOR  DELIVERY  AND  BEDSIDE  CARE 

1 o  Preparation  of  Delivery  Room 

Room  shall  he  set  up  in  accordance  with  the  physician's  instructions.  It 
is  of  special  importance  that  all  supplies  and  equipment  needed  for  delivery 
be  at  hand.  There  must  be  adequate  lighting  of  the  deliverv  field. 

2 o  Handscrub  Facilities : 

Handwashing  facilities  shall  be  available.  It  is  desirable  that  they  be  con- 
venient to  the  patient's  room. 

3 .  Sterile  Supplies ; 

In  Maternity  homes,  sterile  supplies  are  frequently  furnished  by  the  physi- 
cians, Vut  it  is  desirable  that  such  homes  have  a  complete  set  for  at  least 
one  delivery  on  hand  at  all  times  to  meet  emergencies. 

There  shall  be  proper  utensils  for  sterilising  instruments  and  enamelware 
as  required  by  the  physician. 

4..  Emergency  Equipment 

Equipment  for  the  giving  of  anesthesia,  or  for  administration  of oxygen, 
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blood  transfusions,  or  intravenous  or  subcutaneous  therapeutic  solutions, 
and  facilities  for  laboratory  examinations,  are  usually  furnished  by  the  phy- 
sician, but  shall  be  available  to  meet  emergencies  in  the  maternity  home, 

5.  Nursing  Equipment 

a  Enamelware:  Enamelware  may  be  simple,  but  must  be  adequate  for  proper 
care  of  mother  and  infant.  There  shall  be  separate  washbasin  and  bedpan, 
plainly  marked,  for  the  use  of  each  patient. 

b  Hot  water  bags:  Hot  waterbags  must  be  covered  before  placing  in  bed  or 
crib.  The  greatest  care  must  be  exercised  in  their  use  to  see  that  the 
water  is  not  too  hot  and  bags  are  not  leaking. 
Electrical  heating  pads  shall  not  be  used  in  cribs  of  infants. 

c  Thermometer:   Individual  thermometers  for  mothers  and  individual  rectal 
thermometers  for  infants  are  required. 

6 .  Cleansing  and  Storage  of  Supplies 

A  cabinet,  cupboard,  or  other  suitable  enclosed  space  must  be  provided  for 
keeping  equipment  and  supplies  in  a  clean,  convenient,  and  orderly  manner. 
There  shall  be  provision  for  thorough  cleansing  of  all  articles  used  in 
the  care  of  patients. 

PROVISION  FOR  INFANTS 

1.  Equipment  for  Infants 

a  Bassinet:   There  must  be  a  separate  crib  or  basket  for  each  infant.  Mattress 
shall  be  firm  and  flat  and  covered  with  waterproof  sheeting,  washable  pads, 
and  clean  bed  linen. 

b  Bathing  Facilities:  There  shall  be  equipment  to  provide  for  bathing  of 
infants  by  safe  and  sanitary  methods.  It  is  recommended  that  a  separate 
tray  containing  the  necessary  articles  be  provided  for  each  infant. 

c  Scales  %     Accurate  scales  must  be  provided. 

2.  Room  to  be  Used 

a  The  crib  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  ensure  quiet,  healthful  and  sanitary 
surroundings  for  the  infant,  and  protection  from  drafts  and  danger  of 
contamination  from  visitors.  No  infant  shall  be  housed  in  a  room  which 
does  not  have  an  outside  exposure  with  sunshine  some  portion  of  the  day. 
There  shall  be  a  minimum  of  20  square  feet  of  floor  area  for  each  infant. 

b  Where  adequate  space  for  a  nursery  is  not  available  the  infant  may  be 
housed  in  the  room  of  the  mother  under  the  following  conditions s 

30. 


(a)  Mother  must  be  in  a  separate  room  with  an  outside  exposure  and 
otherwise  suitable  for  a  newborn  infant. 

(b)  Infant  shall  have  individual  crib  and  bathing  facilities. 

(c)  Visitors  shall  be  restricted  to  the  father  of  the  child,  or  if 

he  is  not  available  in  the  community,  to  one  member  of  the  family. 

(d)  Children  under  16  years  of  age  shall  not  visit  in  the  mother 's 
room  at  any  time. 

3o  Preparation  of  Feedings  S  1  65 

a  Space  and  Equipment:  There  shall  be  adequate  space  and  equipment  for  the 
preparation  of  milk  mixtures  and  for  their  sterilization. 

b  Milk  Supplys  All  milk  used  for  infants,  unless  it  is  of  the  powdered  or 
canned  variety,  shall  be  boiled  for  three  minutes  before  use. 

c  Bottles,  Nipples  and  Utensils:  Bottles,  nipples  and  utensils  used  in  the 
preparation  of  milk  mixtures  shall  be  throughly  washed  and  sterilized  be- 
fore each  use. 

4..   Clothing  and  Laundry 

a  Infant's  clothing  may  be  provided  by  the  mother,  however,  the  maternity 
home  shall  have  at  least  one  complete  outfit  for  emergency  use. 

b  Infants'  clothing  and  bassinet  linen  shall  be  washed  separately  from  other 
laundry.  It  is  especially  important  that  diapers  be  washed  with  plenty  of 
mild  soap,  and  thoroughly  rinsed  through  four  waters  to  remove  all  soap.

1  Medical  Attendance 

Every  birth  occuring  in  a  maternity  home  shall  be  attended  by  a  legally 
qualified  physician. 

2.  Nursinr;  Service 

Nursing  care  is  usually  given  by  ere  licensee  of  tl     bernity  home,  who  may- 
be either  a  professional  regie-tared  nurse  or  a  practical  nurse.  She  must  be 
a        clean,  capable  and  reliable,  possessing  ability  and  willingness  to  carry  out

lo  Admission  records 


Admission  records  shall  be  kept  on  all  patients  admitted,  including  newborn 
infants o  They  shall  contain  the  following  information;  name,  address, 
name  of  next  of  kin,  address  of  next  of  kin,  age,  sex,  marital  status, 
name  and  address  of  attending  obstetrician0 

A  minimum  record  shall  be  kept  on  each  patient,  both  mother  and  infant, 
forms  for  this  purpose  may  be  secured  from  the  State  Board  of  Health.   In 
any  case  the  following  essential  information  shall  be  kepts  identification 
data  on  mothers  name  and  address,  name  and  address  of  next  of  kin,  age, 
citizenship,  marital  status,  date  and  time  of  admission,  condition  of  labor, 
date  and  time  of  delivery,  sex,  condition  and  weight  of  infant  delivered, 
immediate  condition  of  mother,, 

Daily  record  of  mother  to  includes  morning  and  evening  temperature,  nature 
and  type  of  lochia,  condition  of  breasts,  any  other  significant  observa- 
tions. 

Identification  data  on  infant;  name  of  mother,  date  and  hour  of  birth, 
condition  and  weight  at  birth „ 

Daily  record  to  include;  evening  temperature,  stools— number  and  consis- 
tency, feeding—breast  or  formula,  any  other  significant  observations. 


HOMES  FOR  CHRONIC  OR  CONVALESCENT 
PATIENTS 

INTRODUCTION 

Homes  for  chronic  or  convalescent  patients  include  those  places  known  as  rest  homes 
nursing  homes,  or  convalescent  homes,  which  do  not  receive  acutely  ill  patients  re- 
quiring special  facilities  such  as  surgical  or  maternity  cases „ 

Homes  for  chronic  or  convalescent  patients  shall  not  receive  both  adults  and  child- 
ren under  16  years  of  age0 

Homes  for  chronic  or  convalescent  patients  are  ordinarily  conducted  by  indivi- 
duals in  their  own  homes.   The  abridged  standards  which  follow  take  into  consideration 
the  restricted  operation  and  limited  space  of  the  individual=owned  nursing  home  in  a 
building  of  private  dwelling  type.  Where  either  the  plant  or  the  operation  of  the 
chronic  or  convalescent  home  is  more  than  that  of  the  nursing  home  described,  it  is 
classified  as  a  special  hospital  and  must  conform  to  the  standards  of  that  group. 

SUBMISSION  OF  PUNS 

When  construction  is  contemplated,  either  for  new  buildings,  additions  to  exist- 
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ing  buildings,  or  material  alterations  to  existing  buildings,  the  preliminary  plans 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  for  approval.  These  plans 
shall  show  the  general  arrangement  of  the  building,  including  the  intended  pur- 
pose and  fixed  equipment  of  each  room,  together  with  such  additional  information 
as  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  may  require. 

Also,  no  system  of  water  supply,  plumbing,  sewerage,  garbage  or  refuse  dis- 
posal for  these  institutions  shall  be  installed  nor  shall  any  such  existing  sys- 
tem be  materially  altered  or  extended  until  complete  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  installation,  alteration,  or  extension,  together  with  such  information  as 
the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  may  require,  have  been  submitted  and  approved 
so  far  as  relates  to  their  sanitary  features. 

All  construction  shall  take  place  in  accordance  with  the  approved  completed 
plans . 

LOCATION  AND  COMMUNICATION 

1.  Environment 

Quietness  and  sanitary  features  of  the  immediate  environment  will  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  examining  applications  for  license. 

2.  Trans  por ta ti  on 

Institutions  located  in  rural  areas  must  be  served  by  a  good  road,  kept 
passable  at  all  times  of  the  year. 

3.  Communication 

There  must  be  a  telephone  in  the  building,  and  additional  telephones  or 
extension  are  required  to  summon  help  promptly  in  case  of  fire  or  other 
emergency. 

4.  Fire  Prevention 

Homes  for  chronic  or  convalescent  patients  shall  conform  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  by  the  State  Fire  Marshall  establishing  minimum  stan- 
dards for  the  prevention  of  fire  and  panic.  A  certification  from  the  State 
Fire  Marshall  to  the  effect  that  the  Home  for  Chronic  or  Convalescent  pa- 
tients is  complying  with  the  minimum  standards  of  fire  prevention  and  protec- 
tion will  be  required  before  a  license  can  be  issued,, 

PHYSICAL  PLANT 

1.  Construction 

a  Walls  and  floors  shall  be  of  a  character  to  permit  frequent  washing, 
cleaning  or  painting. 
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b  The  construction  of  the  building  shall  be  such  as  to  prevent  the  en- 
trance and  harborage  of  rats  and  other  rodents. 

c  The  building  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair. 

d  So  far  as  is  possible  all  unnecessary  differences  in  floor  level,  such 
as  between  entrance  hall  and  porch,  shall  be  eliminated, 

2.  Heating 

Heating  plant  shall  be  adequate  to  maintain  a  temperature  of  70°  F  in 
severe  weather  in  all  rooms  used  by  patients, 

3.  Sanitation 

a  Water  Supply i  The  water  supply  shall  be  of  safe,  sanitary  quality, 
suitable  for  use,  and  shall  be  obtained  from  a  water  supply  system, 
the  location,  construction,  and  operation  of  which  comply  with  the 
standards  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,   The  water  shall  be  dis- 
tributed to  conveniently  located  taps  in  the  building.  Water  heating 
facilities  shall  be  available  at  all  times, 

b  Sewage  Disposals  Sewage  shall  be  discharged  into  a  municipal  sewer- 
age system  where  such  a  system  is  available \      otherwise,  the  sewage 
shall  be  collected,  treated  and  disposed  of  in  an  independent  sew- 
erage system  which  complies  with  the  standards  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

c  Plumbing?   Toilet  facilities  shall  be  provided  in  reasonable  ratio" 
to  the  number  and  kind  of  persons  cared  for  in  the  institutions.  For 
ambulatory  patients  there  must  be  segregated  toilet  facilities  for  men 
and  women  in  a  ratio  of  one  toilet  and  one  lavatory  for  every  five 
women  and  one  toilet,  one  urinal  and  one  lavatory  for  every  five  men. 

The  plumbing  and  drainage,  or  other  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of 
excreta  and  infectious  discharges  and  institutional  wastes  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  plumbing  standards  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

d  Garbage  Disposals  Ail  garbage  shall  be  stored  and  disposed  of  in  a 
manner  that  will  not  permit  the  transmission  of  a  contagious  disease, 
create  a  nuisance,  or  provide  a  breeding  place  for  flies.   All  containers 
for  garbage  shall  be  watertight,  have  tight  fitting  covers,  and  be  ro- 
dent proof. 

e  Screens?  When  flies,  mosquitoes,  and  other  insects  are  prevalent,  all 
outside  doors,  windows,  and  other  outside  openings  shall  be  screened  with 
wire  screen  or  its  equal  with  not  less  than  sixteen  meshes  per  lineal 
inch,  unless  other  effective  means  are  supplied  to  prevent  the  entrance 
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of  insects.  All  screen  doors  shall  open  outward  and  be  equipped  with 
self-closing  devices „ 


a  Adequacy?  Each  patient's  room  shall  be  an  outside  room  with  a  satis- 
factory amount  of  natural  light.   The  window  area  shall  be  not  less 
than  one-eighth  of  the  floor  area. 

Every  room,  including  storerooms  and  attic,  shall  be  provided  with  suffi- 
cient artificial  lighting  facilities  so  that  all  parts  shall  be  clearly 
visible  under  such  artificial  lighting. 

Lighting  fixtures  shall  be  selected  and  located  with  a  view  to  the  com- 
fort and  safety  of  patients  and  personnel.  All  service  rooms  and  work- 
ing centers  such  as  medicine  cabinets  shall  be  adequately  lighted. 

b  Emergency  Lightings  Emergency  lighting  facilities  shall  be  provided  and 
distributed  so  as  to  be  readily  available  to  personnel  on  duty. 

5»  Ventilation 

Building  shall  at  all  times  be  adequately  ventilated.  Kitchen,  bath- 
room, and  service  rooms  shall  be  so  located  and  ventilated  by  window  or 
mechanical  means  as  to  prevent  offensive  odors  from  entering  patient's 
rooms  and  public  halls. 

6.  Elevators  and  Stairways 

a  Elevators:  Elevators  and  elevator  machinery  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  maintained  as  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board. 

b  All  stairways  shall  be  provided  with  handrails.  All  open  stairwells 
shall  be  protected  with  guardrails. 


The  institution  shall  make  provision  for  the  proper  cleansing  of  linen 
and  other  washable  goods.  Where  linen  is  sent  to  an  outside  laundry,  it 
is  advisable  for  the  superintendent,  or  a  responsible  member  of  the  staff, 
to  visit  such  laundry  and  note  the  facilities  and  methods  of  handling  linen 

8.   Incineration 

Incineration  facilities  shall  be  provided  for  the  disposal  of  infected 
dressings  and  other  similar  materials. 

FOOD  SANITATION 

I.  Facilities  for  Preparation  and  serving  of  food. 
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There  must  be  facilities  for  the  proper  preparation  and  serving  of  food. 

2.  Food  Storage 

a  Storerooms?  Storerooms  shall  be  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  all 
food  shall  be  so  stored  as  to  be  protected  from  dust,  flies,  rodents, 
vermin,  unnecessary  handling,  droplet  infection,  overhead  leakage,  or 
other  source  of  contamination. 

b  Refrigeration j  Kitchen  facilities  shall  include  refrigeration,  and 
perishable  food  must  be  kept  at  a  temperature  below  50°  F  in  order  to 
prevent  deterioration.   It  is  suggested  that  there  be  a  reliable  ther- 
mometer in  the  refrigerator,  and  in  storerooms  used  for  perishable 
food. 

3.  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Dishes. 

All  multi-use  utensils  used  for  eating,  drinking,  and  in  the  prepara- 
tion or  serving  of  food  and  drink  shall  be  effectively  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected after  each  usage.  Gross  food  particles  shall  be  removed  by  care- 
ful scraping  and  prerinsing  in  running  hot  water,  thoroughly  washed  in  hot 
water,  110°  to  120°  F,  using  an  adequate  amount cf  effective  soap  or  deter- 
gent. Following  this,  the  utensils  shall  be  rinsed  in  hot  water  to  remove 
soap,  and  disinfected  by  one  of  the  following  methods? 

a  Immersion  for  at  least  2  minutes  in  clean  water  at  170°  F. 

b  Immersion  for  at  least  one-half  minute  in  boiling  water* 

Results  obtained  with  dis washing  machines  shall  be  «qual  to  those  obtained 
by  the  methods  outlined  above. 

After  disinfection,  the  utensils  shall  be  allowed  to  drain  and  dry  in  racks 
or  baskets  on  non-absorbant  surfaces.  Drying  cloths  are  not  recommended. 
Dishes  must  be  stored  in  closed  cupboards  for  protection  against  dust, 
moisture,  etc 

4-   Ice 

All  ice  used  in  contact  with  food  or  drink  shall  be  from  a  satisfactory 
source  and  handled  and  dispensed  in  a  sanitary  manner. 

5.  Milk  Supply 

There  shall  be  a  safe  milk  supply.   Pasteurised  milk  shall  be  provided  if 
available.  No  Milk  may  be  purchased  from  other  than  a  licensed  dairy  hav- 
ing tested  cows. 

6S  Handwashing  facilities  for  food  handlers 

There  shall  be  handwashing  facilities,  with  soap,  running  hot  and  cold 
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water,  and  an  adequate  supply  of  towels,  in  all  kitchens  and  in  washrooms 
used  by  handlers  of  food.  Use  of  a  common  towel  is  prohibited,, 

ACCOMODATIONS  FOR  PATIENTS 

1,  Rooms 

a  Locations  Each  patient's  room  shall  have  an  outside  exposure,,  Rooms 
extending  below  ground  level  shall  not  be  hsed  for  patients  unless  they 
are  dry,  well  ventilated,  have  the  required  window-space,  and  are  other- 
wise suitable  for  occupancy.  Basement  rooms  shall  have  window  area  which 
extends  at  least  four  feet  above  ground  level,, 

b  Floor  Areas  Rooms  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  to  allow  100  square  feet 
for  each  patient  in  a  private  room,  and  not  less  than  60  square  feet 
per  bed  in  multi-bed  rooms,  with  at  least  3  feet  between  each  bed„ 

c  Doors s  Poors  to  patient's  rooms  shall  be  sufficiently  wide  to  permit 
easy  removal  of  the  occupied  bed„ 

d  Window  Areas  Each  patient's  room  shall  have  a  window  area  of  not  less 
than  1/8  of  the  superficial  floor  area0 

2«   Furnishings 

a  Bed:  A  good  bed,  mattress  and  two  pillows  of  standard  size  shall  be 
provided  for  each  patient0 

b  Bedding:  A  sufficient  supply  of  clean  bedding  and  bed  linen  shall  be 
kept  on  hand  for  use  at  all  times, 

c  Storage  Spaces  There  shall  be  satisfactory  storage  space  for  clothing, 
toilet  articles  and  other  personal  belongings  of  the  patient,, 

d  Signals s  There  shall  be  adequate  means  for  signalling  attendants  pro- 
vided at  the  bedside  of  each  patient 0   Hand  bells  are  acceptable „ 

c  Isolation  Facilities s  A  private  room  shall  be  available  for  the 

immediate  isolation  of  any  patient  who  develops  a  communicable  disease^ 
pending  his  removal  to  a  general  or  isolation  hospital,, 

OTHER  FACILITIES  FOR  CARE  OF  PATIENT 

10  Provision  for  Cleansing  and  Storage 

There  shall  be  adequate  space  and  facilities  for  the  proper  cleansing  and 
storage  of  nursing  supplies  and  equipment „ 
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2.  Equipment  for  Bedside  Care 

There  shall  be  sufficient  equipment  for  nursing  care  according  to  the 
type  of  patients  accepted  by  the  institution.  The  following  is  not  a 
complete  list  of  nursing  equiment  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  care  of 
patients j  the  aim,  rather,  has  been  to  include  certain  minimum  essen- 
tials and  point  out  special  precautions  which  must  be  taken  in  their  use. 

a  Linen:   Individual  towels,  wash  cloths,  and  bath  blankets  must  be  pro- 
vided for  each  patient .   Bedpan  covers  must  not  be  used  interchangeably. 

b  Utensils?   There  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  wash  basins,  mouth-wash 
cups  and  bedpans,  plainly  marked  for  the  use  of  each  individual  patient, 
tohere  utensils  are  disinfected  or  sterilized  after  each  using  they  need 
not  be  maintained  on  an  individual  basis. 

c  Thermometers  §   There  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  thermometers  to 
permit  adequate  disinfection  before  using. 

d  Hot  Water  Bags:  Hot  water  bags  must  be  covered  before  placing  in  beds. 
The  greatest  care  must  be  exercised  in  their  use  to  see  that  water  is  not 
too  hot  and  bags  are  not  leaking.   If  heating  pads  are  used,  they  shall 
be  checked  periodically  by  a  qualified  electrician. 

e  Restraints:  Restraints  may  be  applied  only  when  they  are  necessary  to 
prevent  injury  to  the  patient  or  to  others ,  and  should  be  used  only 
when  alternative  measures  are  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  these  pur- 
poses.  In  many  instances,  sideboards  on  the  bed  will  be  found  adequate. 
In  applying  restraints ,  the  following  regulations  must  be  complied  withs 

(1)  No  patient  shall  be  restrained  except  on  written  order  of  a  physi- 
cianj  provided  that  if  a  patient  becomes  suddenly  disturbed  so  that 
he  becomes  a  menace  to  himself  or  others,  restraint  may  be  applied 
by  the  person  in  charge,  but  the  physician's  order  must  be  obtained 
within  12  hours. 


(2)  No  patient  may  be  restrained  unless  there  is  an  attendant  constant- 
ly on  duty,, 

(3)  No  form  of  restraint  may  be  used  or  applied  in  such  manner  as  to 
cause  injury  to  the  patient. 

(4.)  Careful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  methods  by  which  the  re= 
straint  can  be  removed  speedily  in  case  of  fire  or  other  emer- 
gency. No  patient  shall  be  locked  in  Mis  room  without  special  per- 
—• '  mission  from  the  physician.   If  for  any  reason,  it  is  necessary  to 
lock  a  patient  in  his  room?  the  key  must  remain  in  the  lock,  or  the 
door  closed  by  a  hook  which  can  be  readily  unfastened  by  an  atten- 
dant in  emergency,,

3.  First  Aid 

Equipment  and  supplies  for  first  aid  must  be  readily  available  at  all  times 

4»  Storage  of  Medicines 

a  All  medicines,  poisons  and  stimulants  shall  be  plainly  labeled  and 
stored  in  a  specially  designated  medicine  cabinet,  closet,  or  store- 
room accessible  only  to  the  attendants  on  duty.  The  cabinet  for  drugs 
must  be  well  illuminated. 

b  Narcotics  must  be  securely  locked  and  accessible  only  to  the  person 
in  charge.  They  s hall  be  stored  and  dispensed  subject  to  state  and 
federal  narcotic  regulations. 

PERSONNEL 

1.  Medical  Attendance 

a  All  homes  for  chronic  or  convalescent  patients  shall  arrange  for  one 
or  more  duly  licensed  physicians  to  be  called  in  emergency. 

b  All  persons  admitted  for  care  and  treatment  to  any  home  for  chronic 
or  convalescent  patients  must  be  under  the  care  of  a  person  duly  li- 
censed as  a  physician  in  Montana,  and  on  or  before  admission  be  exam- 
ined and  a  diagnosis  entered  in  the  admission  records. 

c  No  medication  or  treatment  shall  be  given  in  the  home  for  chronic  or 
convalescent  patients  except  on  the  order  of  one  lawfully  authorized 
to  give  such  order. 


Nurse  in  Charges  There  shall  be  one  person  who  is  definitely  in  charge 
of  the  nursing  service  of  the  home.

Careful  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the  training,  previous  experience 
and  other  qualifications  of  all  persons  who  apply  for  positions  in  the 
nursing  department  and  information  obtained  shall  be  made  a  matter  of 
record.  All  professional  nurses  shall  be  currently  registered  in  Montana. 
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REPORTS  AND  RECORDS 

1.  Reports 

a  Any  occurrence,  such  as  epidemic  outbreaks,  poisonings  or  other  unusual 
occurrences,  which  threaten  the  welfare,  safety,  or  health  of  any  pa- 
tient admitted  to  the  home  shall  be  immediately  reported,  either  by  tele- 
phone or  telegraph,  to  the  local  health  officer.  The  institution  shall 
furnish  such  other  pertinent  information  relative  to  such  occurrences 
as  the  local  or  State  Board  of  Health  may  require. 

b  All  institutions  shall  submit  annual  reports  to  the  Montana  State  Board 
of  Health  on  forms  which  will  be  supplied  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Records 

a  All  records  shall  be  permanent,  either  typewritten  or  legibly  written 
in  ink,

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APPENDIX 

For  the  purposes  of  these  standards  the  following  codes  are  recognized  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health: 

1.  Heating;  Steam  piping  and  ventilations  The  heating  system,  steam  pip- 
ing, boilers  and  ventilation  shall  be  furnished  and  installed  to  meet  all  re- 
quirements of  the  local  and  State  codes  and  regulations,  and  the  regulations  of 
the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  Where  there  is  no  local  or  State  boiler 
code,  the  recommendations  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  shall 
apply.  Gas  fired  equipment  shall  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  American 
Gas  Association. 

2.  Plumbing  and  drainages   All  parts  of  the  plumbing  systems  shall  comply 
with  all  applicable  local  and  State  codes  and  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health.   Where  no  State  or  local  codes  are  in  force  or  where  such 
codes  do  not  cover  special  hospital  equipment,  appliances,  and  water  piping,  the 
National  Bureau  of  Standards  Plumbing  Manual  BMS  66  shall  apply. 

3.  Electrical  installations?  The  installation  of  electrical  work  and 
equipment  shall  comply  with  all  local  and  State  codes  and  laws  applicable  to 
electrical  installation.  Where  such  codes  and  laws  are  not  in  effect  or 
where  they  do  not  cover  special  installations  the  National  Electrical  Code 
shall  apply.   The  regulations  of  the  local  utility  company  shall  govern  ser- 
vice connections.  All  materials  shall  meet  standards  established  by  the 
Underwriters  Laboratories .  Inc. 
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APPENDIX  II 
ADDITIONAL  STANDARDS  FOR  FIRE  PROTECTION  REQUIRED  BY  THE  MONTANA  STATE  FIRE  MARSHALL 

1.  Buildings  shall  have  at  least  two  separate  exits  on  each  floor  or  as  many 
more  as  necessary  according  to  the  construction  of  the  building  and  the 

exits  to  be  as  remote  as  possible  from  each  other. 

2,  Fire  escapes  are  to  be  placed  on  each  building  of  two  or  more  stories  where 
there  are  not  proper  stairways  at  each  end  of  the  building. 

3„  All  outside  exits  must  have  doors  which  open  outward,  and  have  exit  signs 

over  each  door. 
4.0  There  shall  be  one  or  more  fire  extinguishers,  2\   gal.  in  size,  on  each  floor, 

5.  There  must  be  a  fire  gong  on  each  floor. 

6.  All  halls  must  lead  directly  to  fire  escapes. 

7.  In  addition  inspectors  shall  check? 
a  Condition  of  electric  wiring. 

b  Fire  doors 

c  Stand  pipes  and  hose  and  see  that  nozzles  are  attached.

OPERATION  OF  HOSPITALS  IN  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA?  TO  ESTABLISH  A  SYSTEM  OF  LICENSING  HOSPI- 
TALS AND  MAKING  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  THE  LICENSING  AGENCY  AND  INVESTING  IT  WITH 
SUPERVISORY  POWERS  OVER  HOSPITALS  AND  THE  POWER  TO  MAKE  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  UNDER  THIS 
ACT  5  CREATING  AN  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  TO  CONSULT  WITH  SUCH  BOARD  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE

(c)  "Governmental  unit"  means  the  state,  or  any  county,  municipality,  or  other 
political  subdivision  or  any  departments,  division,  board  or  other  agency  of  any  of 
the  foregoing, 

(d)  "Licensing  Agency"  means  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Montana, 

Section  2,  Purpose,  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  provide  for  the  development p 
establishment  and  enforcement  of  standards  (l)  for  the  care  of  Individuals  in  hospi- 
tals and  (2)  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  hospitals,  which  in 
the  light  of  advancing  knowledge,  will  promote  safe  and  adequate  care  of  such  indl~ 
viduals  in  hospitals.

by  a  license  fee  of  ten  ($10,00)  dollars,  which  must  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,

license  and  the  license  fee,  the  Board  shall  issue  a  license  if  the  applicant  and

Section  60  Denial  or  Revocation  of  Licenses  Hearing  and  Review,,  The  Board 
after  notice  and  opportunity  for  hearing  to  the  applicant  or  licensee  is  authorized 
to  deny,  suspend  or  revoke  a  license  in  any  case  in  which  it  finds  that  there  has

Section  8,  Effective  Date  of  Regulations ,  Any  hospital  which  is  in  operation  at 
the  time  of  promulgation  of  any  applicable  rules  or  regulations  or  minimum  standards 
under  this  act  shall  be  given  a  reasonable  time,  under  the  particular  circumstances 
not  to  exceed  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  promulgation,  within  which  to  comply 
with  such  rules  and  regulations  and  minimum  standards 0 

Section  9„  Inspections  and  Consultations,  The  Board  shall  make  or  cause  to  be 
made  such  inspections  and  investigation  as  it  deems  necessary.  The  Board  may  pre- 
scribe by  regulations  that  any  licensee  or  applicant  desireing  to  make  specified 
types  of  alteration  or  addition  to  its  facilities  or  to  construct  new  facilities 
shall  before  commencing  such  alteration,  addition  or  new  construction,  submit 
plans  and  specifications  therefor  to  the  Licensing  Agency  for  preliminary  inspection 
and  approval  or  recommendations  with  respect  to  compliance  with  the  regulations  and 
standards  herein  authorised.

Section  10.  Advisory  Hospital  Council,  The  Governor  shall  appoint  an  Advisory- 
Hospital  Council  to  advise  and  consult  with  the  Board  in  carrying  out  the  administra- 
tion of  this  act.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  (in  various  acts  designated  as  "Secretary"  of  said  Board)  who  shall 
serve  as  chairman  ex-officio,  the  State  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
ex-officio,  and  the  following  nine  (9)  members,  namely;   three  (3)  individuals  of

Each  member  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  (4)  years,  ex- 
cept that  any  member  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  prior  to  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  his  predecessor  was  appointed  shall  be  appointed  for  the  remainder 
of  such  term,  and,  the  terms  of  office  of  the  members  first  talcing  office  shall  ex- 
pire, as  designated  at  the  time  of  appointment,  three  at  the  end  of  the  second  year, 
three  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  three  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  after  the 
date  of  appointment.

Section  11,  Functions  of  Advisory  Hospital  Council,  The  Advisory  Hospital 
Council  shall  have  the  following  responsibilities  and  duties s 

(a)  To  consult  and  advise  with  the  Board  in  matters  of  policy  affecting  ad- 
ministration of  this  act,  and  in  the  development  of  rules,  regulations  and 
standards  provided  for  hereunder, 

(b)  To  review  and  approve,  before  the  same  becomes  effective,  rules,  regula- 
tions and  standards  authorized  hereunder,  prior  to  their  promulgation  by  the 
Board  as  specified  herein. 

Section  12,   Information  confidential.   Information  received  by  the  Board  through 
filed  reports,  inspection,  or  as  otherwise  authorized  under  this  law  shall  not  be 
disclosed  publicly  in  such  a  manner  as  to  identify  individuals  or  hospitals,  except 
in  a  proceeding  involving  the  question  of  licensure. 

Section  13,  Annual  Report  of  Licensing  Agency,  The  Board  shall  prepare  and 
publish  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  and  operations  under  this  law;  the  ori- 
ginal of  such  report  shall  be  transmitted  to,  and  filed  in  the  office  of,  the 
Governor . 

Section  14-,  Judicial  Review,  Any  applicant  or  licensee  or  the  state  acting 
through  the  Attorney  General  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Board  after  a  hearing, 
may,  within,  30  days  after  mailing  or  serving  of  notice  of  the  decision  as  provided 
in  Section  6,  commence  an  action  in  the  District  Court  of  the  county  in  wnich  the 
hospital  is  located  or  to  be  located,  by  the  filing  of  a  verified  complaint  against 
the  Board  as  defendant,  and  summons  shall  issue ,  and  all  further  proceedings  be 
conducted  as  in  the  case  of  ordinary  civil  actions.  The  Board  shall,  upon  filing 
its  answer,  certify  and  file  therewith  in  the  court  therein  the  action  is  pending 
a  certified  copy  of  the  record  and  decisions,  including  the  complete  transcript  of 
the  hearings  on  which  the  decision  is  based.

Section  15*  Penalties,,  Any  person  establishing,  conducting;,  managing,  or 
operating  any  hospital  without  a  license  under  this  law  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ($100*00)  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  not  more  than  ($300,00)  three  hundred 
dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense,,  and  each  day  of  a  continuing  violation  after 
conviction  shall  be  considered  a  separate  offense* 

Section  16*  Injunction*  Notwithstanding  the  existence  or  pursuit  of  any  other 
remedy,  the  Board,  may  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  upon  the  advice  of  the  Attorney 
General  who  shall  represent  the  Board  in  the  proceedings  maintain  an  action  in  the 
name  of  the  State  for  injunctions  or  other  process  against  any  person  or  governmental 
unit  to  restrain  or  prevent  the  establishment,  conduct,  management  or  operation  of 
a  hospital  without  a  license  under  this  law0 

Section  17.  Discrimination  by  Hospital  Forbidden^  Interference  with  relation 
between  Physician  and  Patient  Prohibited „ 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Act,  no  person,  firm,  co- 
partnership, association,  corporation,  public  or  private,  and  no  religious,  denom- 
inational or  secular  order,  or  organization,  trustees  or  trust  conducting  or  oper- 
ating either  directly  or  as  lessee,  or  otherwise,  a  hospital  or  hospitals  not 
maintained  for  private  or  corporate  pecuniary  profit,  or  operating  or  conducting 

a  hospital  or  hospitals  which  are  institutions  of  public  charity ,  any  of  which 
hospitals  in  any  case  are  exempt,  or  cause  themselves  to  become  exempt ,  under  ap- 
plicable law  from  any  State,  County  or  municipal  tax  by  reason  of  their  non-profit 
status  or  charitable  nature  or  character,  shall  in  any  manner  or  by  an  device  dis- 
criminate between  the  patients  of  any  regularly  licensed  physician  for  or  upon  any 
ground  or  reason  whatever,  including  the  fact  that  any  such  physician  is  not  a 
member  of  the  medical  or  surgical,  or  other  staff,  clinic,  or  internal  instrumen- 
tality  of  such  hospital*  All  such  hospitals  are  hereby  directed,  required  and  com- 
pelled to  admit,  receive  and  care  for  the  patients  of  any  regularly  licensed  physician 
and  surgeon,  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  established  and  promulgated 
by  the  governing  authority,  management  or  staff  of  said  hospital  for  the  patients  of 
other  regularly  licensed  physician  without  discrimination^  direct  or  indirect* 

(b)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Act,  the  free  and  confidential 
professional  relation  between  licensed  physician  and  patient  shall  continue  and 
remain  unaffected  and  unchanged,  and  be  preserved  as  a  privileged  relationship!  and 
licensed  physicians  shall  continue  to  have  direction  over  their  patients  in  hospitals* 

(c)  The  licensing  agency,  advisory  council,  director,  and  all  others  charged  with 
the  administration  of  this  Act  shall  have  no  authority,  by  rule,  regulation,  or 
administration  direction,  or  other  device,  to  modify,  alter,  or  abridge  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  faithful  observance  of  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  be  an  express  condition  of  all  licenses  issued  or  reissued  hereunder* 

(d)  Nothing  in  this  Act  or  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  pursuant  thereto 
shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  supervision,  regulation,  or  control  of  the 
remedial  care  or  treatment  of  residents  or  patients  in  any  home  or  institution  con- 
ducted for  those  who  rely  upon  treatment  by  prayer  or  spiritual  means  in  accordance 
with  the  creed  or  tenets  of  any  well  recognized  church  or  religious  denomination* 
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Section  18.  Appropriation,  There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  general 
funds  of  the  state  fifteen  thousand  dollars  $15,000.00  or  so  much  thereof  as  may- 
be necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the 
period  July  1,  194-7  to  June  30,  1949. 

Section  19.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  act  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person  or  circumstance  shall  be  held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  effect 
the  provisions  or  application  of  this  act  which  can  be  given  effect  without  the  in- 
valid provision  or  application,  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of  the  act  are  declared 
to  be  severable. 

Section  20.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  21.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage 
and  approval.

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APPENDIX  IV 

Minimum  standards  for  construction  of  new  buildings,  additions 
to  existing  buildings  and  material  alterations  to  existing  buildings 
shall  be  the  amended  standards  as  promulgated  by  the  United  States  Pub- 
lic Health  Service  for  hospital  construction.   These  standards  are 
given  in  Appendix  A  of  Title  42  -  Public  Health,  which  deals  with  grants 
for  Survey,  Planning  and  Construction  of  Hospitals. 

In  addition  it  is  recommended,  that  plans  for  new  hospital  con- 
struction or  alterations  or  additions  to  existing  hospital  structure 
not  include  any  plans  for  the  housing  of  all  hospital  personnel  unless 
complete  facilities  for  segregation  of  such  personnel  from  patients 
are  provided.
